Gay Rights Advocates Says Not Good Enough

San Francisco-based Gay 
Rights Advocates announced 
this week that while the U.S. 
Justice Department has issued 
new guidelines with respect to 
Gay tourists to the U.S., GRA 
is not satisfied with the latest 
directives and will shortly initi¬ 
ate further litigation. 

Don Knutson, GRA director, 
told B.A.R. that the latest Jus¬ 
tice Department rulings — 
which while to the government 
appear to be a compromise -* J - 
are in essence “bizarre.” Knut¬ 
son has been spending over 50 
percent of his time over the 
past 12 months in negotiations 
with the White House, the 
State Department, and the De¬ 
partment of Justice (Immigra¬ 


tion and Naturalization Serv¬ 
ice). The issue is what is the 
status of Gay tourists and Gay 
immigrants and how should 
they be treated. The issue boil¬ 
ed over the summer before last 
when Londoner Carl Hill and 
his friend were stopped at San 
Francisco International Airport 
and placed in custody. Hill was 
wearing a Gay rights button, 
was on vacation, and planning 
to attend the 1979 Gay Free¬ 
dom Day Parade. 

The incident was reported in 
the major press, and Hill was 
paroled into the country with 
the stipulation that he undergo 
psychiatric testing. 

In turn local representatives 


of the U.S. Department of 
Health demurred testing Hill. 
Next the Surgeon General in 
Washington, D.C., announced 
that there would be no more 
psychiatric testing of alleged 
homosexuals because homo¬ 
sexuality had been removed 
some six years ago from the list 
of mental diseases. 

The next step was a move on 
the part of INS to redress the 
balance. David Crosland, Act¬ 
ing Commissioner of INS, said 
that Gay tourists would be ex¬ 
cluded without a medical ex¬ 
amination when non-medical 
evidence established an indi¬ 
vidual was a homosexual.

On the lawn a towering

gold mosaic of the statue’s 
dress. 

Behind his back armed 
guards for the institution pre¬ 
vented a man in nun’s clothing 


from entering the premises as 
Gay clashes with Church and 
State. 

Another Bufano on display 
inside the library (as part of the 
125th anniversary of the 
school) depicts a “Walking 
Nun” in abstract form — gray 
marble triangle with a long 
neck — while outside campus 
Director of Security Sviatoslav 
Yasinitsky is informing the fag¬ 
got in nun’s habit he is “An in¬ 
sult to the precepts of this insti¬ 
tution.” Asked on whose au¬ 
thority he is making this theo¬ 
logical stance behind guns, 
Yasinitsky says the administra¬ 
tion’s and refers all doubters to 
go ask the University’s Presi¬ 
dent John LoSchiavo, known 
as “Father President” to those 
nearest him, who tells this 
reporter for following up, “If 
you don’t stop harassing me 
(with questions), I’ll have you 
thrown off campus.” A Gay 
member of the press. 

First it was that President Lo¬ 
Schiavo refused to recognize 
Students Together for Indi¬ 
vidual Rights (STIR), a gradu-

San Francisco Session Poorly Attended 


According to a press release 
from Gay Rights National Lob¬ 
by, a Washington, D.C.-based 
Gay pressure group, the recent 
San Francisco hearings on Gay 
civil rights legislation were but 
half successful. To some local 
observers they were an exercise 
in political cynicism. 

The Gay Lobby claimed that 
a first and important hurdle for 
the legislation had been com¬ 
pleted. At the same time, Steve 
Endean told B.A.R. that the 
choice of San Francisco came 
as a complete surprise to his 
group. In addition, the Lobby 
had not expected hearings to 
begin until next spring. Nor was 
San Francisco the first choice of 
the Washington, D.C., organ¬ 
ization . 

Those abrupt decisions were 
made by Congressman Augus¬ 
tus Hawkins (Dem.) of South¬ 
ern California and his staff 
who, along with Gay Lobby, 
chose the various witnesses. 
The Employment Opportuni¬ 
ties Subcommittee of Educa¬ 
tion and Labor scheduled itself 
to meet from 9:30am to 12:30 


Friday morning, October 10, in 
the Federal Building on Golden 
Gate Avenue. 

The hearing was open to the 
public but only invited speakers 
were allowed to address the 
committee. No Gay men from 
San Francisco were on the list; 
instead, Gay National Lobby 
flew participants of its choice in 
from all parts of the country. 

Subsequently Steve Endean, 
Executive Director of the Gay 
Rights National Lobby, com¬ 
plained that the Hearing Room 
“was only about half full (and 
that included a substantial 
number of opponents of the 
legislation).” Endean also com¬ 
plained that “much of the 
non-Gay press virtually ignored 
the event.” 

Endean explained to B.A.R. 
that no local Gay “personali¬ 
ties” were asked to testify be¬ 
cause they were “running for 
office.” Nevertheless, Art 
Agnos (running for office) testi¬ 
fied, as did John Burton cam¬ 
paign aide Gwenn Craig. Nei-

ate group of Gay law students, 
while his administration only 
this week is also deciding the 
fate of another undergraduate 
Lesbian and Gay group previ¬ 
ously denied University stand¬ 
ing. 

The Alliance for Gay and 
Lesbian Awareness, approved 
by the undergraduate student 
senate four years ago, was de¬ 
nied University recognition 
then and since. 

When STIR members dis¬ 
covered they had been deleted 
from the school’s catalogue list¬ 
ing of all student organizations 
recognized and funded by the 
Student Bar Association, they 
decided to call a protest of the 
school’s upcoming anniversary 
celebration that had merited 
the cover of the city’s phone 
book. (Imagine another picture 
of the city with the Jaguar in 
the foreground, the Castro and 
Twin Peaks behind; or some of 
the dilapidated World War II 
barracks that pass for housing 
on Potrero Hill looking out on 
China Basin and the Bay 
Bridge.) 

“This isn’t just a protest 
against an organization’s dele¬ 
tion from the catalogue,” said 
Supervisor-at-large candidate 
Dennis Peron, his long hair and 
political buttons harping back 
to the student protest-and- 
dope style of the 60’s. “It’s 
about the Catholic Church and 
what it’s doing around the 
world.” The school’s anniver¬ 
sary party, he said, “is a cele¬ 
bration of 125 years of bigotry 
— and the Pope’s foul mouth,” 
Dennis, as usual, going right 
for the jugular while most of the 
200 demonstrators ordered off 
campus at noon Sunday tried 
to keep to the issue of specific 
student complaints 'that now in¬ 
cluded being barred from dem¬ 


onstrating on campus — thus 
abridging rights of speech, 
assembly, and petition to seek 
redress of grievances. 

“Don’t you allow demonstra¬ 
tions on campus?” asked this 
reporter. 

“Some we do, some we 
don’t,” said Father President 
LoSchiavo. 

“Don’t you get local and fed¬ 
eral funding?” 

After a long, diversionary 
dissertation while television 
cameras were whirring, he 
finally admitted in a very low 
voice the school did get some 
federal aid. 

U.S. Assembly Republican 
candidate Dennis McQuaid, 
allowed on campus to shake 
hands, disagreed with the 
school administration’s barring 
the protest. “People have a 
right to demonstrate on a Cath¬ 
olic campus as well as on a 
state campus,” he said. “If you 
were peacefully intended you 
should have been allowed.” 

Not a quote you will likely 
see picked up by the straight 
Catholic press/the Chronicle 
editorializing Tuesday in almost 
the very words by which their 
news reporter had quoted Lo-

and offensive,” the Chronicle 
chastized the group from the 
bottom of their editorial column 
without repeating the light¬ 
hearted photo of the Sisters 
featured on Page 3 of the 
previous day’s paper. “Their 
travesty of a protest lost all re¬ 
spect for their cause,” the 
Chronicle concluded.

guards trying to escort demon¬ 
strators off campus after their 
11:30am press conference and 
before they marred the celebra¬ 
tion. Silver pledged she would 
introduce a resolution against 
.the school’s decision at the 
Board of Supervisors meeting 
the next day. 

She did so, and it was sent to 
committee by Supervisor up- 
for-re-elect Don Horanzy. The 
resolution will probably stay in 
committee until after the up¬ 
coming election, estimates 
Silver’s administrative aide 
Arthur Morris, who also served 
as this year’s Gay Freedom 
Day Parade Committee media 
co-chair. 

(And no, no bricks were 
thrown this time at the peace¬ 
keeping Supervisor.) 

There was some dissension 
among demonstrators over 
STIR President Peter Hanley’s 
urging the group to march 
peacefully around instead of 
back onto the campus. Hanley 
said afterwards it had been a 
very successful demonstration, 
but he had looked harried try¬ 
ing to keep his supporters from 
re-entering the campus after 
Kirk Essler, running for nothing 
(?), stood on the steps of one 
entrance and urged the protest¬ 
ing crowd not to allow the Uni¬ 
versity to bar the group from 
that day’s open house just" be¬ 
cause we were Gay and mad. 
Content 10, delivery 3 — peo¬ 
ple . nodded but were 
unmoved. 

Spartacist League Socialist 
candidate for Supervisor Diana 
Coleman, who two weeks 
earlier at the city’s anti-Gay vio¬ 
lence hearing called for the 
elimination of the police force, 
urging Gays to get guns to de¬ 
fend themselves and work to 
form a Workers Party for 
socialist revolution, now com¬ 
mented outside the campus 
gate she saw the merit of fol¬ 
lowing the student leadership’s 
wishes since they were the 
ones who had called the dem¬ 
onstration and we were here in 
their support. 

Eventually and in smaller 
groups we entered the campus 
as individuals to attend the 
school party for all — all except 
Sister Unity and Harmony, 
stopped behind the back of the 
St. Francis statue. Another 
demonstrator, Jim Manness, 
who said he was a boyfriend of 
a USF student, claimed to have

While acknowledging 
the protest was part of the 
story, it would not be a large 
part, he said. 

And indeed it wasn’t, as 
viewed by the Channel 5 audi¬ 
ence that evening. Although 
the issues of protest had been 
carefully and thoroughly ex¬ 
plained to Arnow, his report 
didn’t include them. A flash of 
the demo at the beginning of 
the report, and then on to the 
day’s more important activities, 
with never a reason given for 
the protest — viewers left, per¬ 
haps, to assume then that Gays 
just hate Christ.

by security officer J. Langois, 
Badge # 8, behind which the 
officer declined to comment to 
the press. 


Campus security summoned 
city police to the scene, but be¬ 
fore they could do their duty, 
demonstrators escorted the sis¬ 
ter off campus rather than he 
should spend the night in jail. 


Above it all, Bufano’s vision 
of St. Francis, discovered in a 
city warehouse crate only last 
month, his gold mosaic skirt 
featuring the Tree of Life popu¬ 
lated by birds of different 
feathers. 


Artist Bufano, described as a

the collection temporarily on 
display at USF the day of the 
anniversary. 

In the 50’s when communist 
artists were not so appreciated, 
Bufano was prone to giving 
many of his art treasures to a 
city which now displays them 
from the airport to the Fish 
Wharf but at that time resented 
paying the warehousing: thus 
this buried treasure, rediscov¬ 
ered like King Tut, just in time 
to bless the campus on its anni¬ 
versary that wouldn’t allow a 
faggot in nun’s habit. 

Asked whether he thought 
either the ban on Gays demon¬ 
strating or their deletion from 
the catalogue, let alone barring 
the allegedly heretical sister, 
might be in violation of the 
city’s Gay rights ordinance, 
Father President LoShiavo re¬ 
plied, “Of course not.”

Missionary Position, did man¬ 
age to push his way past the 
guards and enjoy the easy jazz 
of artist Cal Tjader in the cam¬ 
pus’ central plaza. Nestled in 
among the crowd, the long- 
bearded nun struck up a con¬ 
versation with the collared 
priest beside him, both of them 
tapping toe in time to the 
music. 


with the stored up vision of the 
artist crated for jso long, looks 
to be smiling with a fuller un¬ 
derstanding that all this ignor¬ 
ance cannot last too much 
longer, crumbling in the face of 
new statues that may last a 
good many future milleniums.

B.A.R. Endorsements 

Endorsements have become — not that is has ever been 
otherwise — a crucial part of the electoral process. People 
don’t flock to political rallies as they once did. Serious and 
affluent candidates are today but a flick of the TV dial away. 
Those without access to the major media comb the thicket 
for surrogate (or names behind which might lie anywhere 
from 2 to 2,000 votes). 

Some of the endorsers represent no one save themselves, 
others seem to represent whole slices of an ethnic pie (like 
the Icelandic Democratic Club sounds much grander than 
the three quondam Scandinavians who make up the "club”). 

Some candidates would all but kill for a B.A.R. endorse¬ 
ment, to others it would be the kiss of death. Still as Gays 
have become more politically active and more aware of the 
voting power, Gay endorsements have grown in impor¬ 
tance. 

As a Gay paper our first responsibility is to Gay people, 
our next is to the general welfare of the city. As press we 
are not limited to party members. 

Our endorsements first go to qualified Gay candidates 
(and occasionally not so qualified but with our back against 
the wall something is better than nothing). Next we look to 
those who have done something concrete for the Gay 
rights/Gay liberation movement. Lip service is no longer 
good enough, making pro-Gay speeches is no longer good 
enough. Hence we look for a new-generation politician. 

Over the past few days the pressure to go along with the 
crowd has grown annoyingly. The message — it’s suddenly 
become part of the Gay community obligation to salvage 
Jimmy Carter’s sinking ship. Why us, we ask, whose treat¬ 
ment by Carter has never been above the servants’ en¬ 
trance. John Anderson from the start openly asked for Gay 
help. He has unequivocally listed the things he will do. Name¬ 
ly, issue an executive order barring discrimination in the 
federal government. Governor Brown has done this for 
California, but Jimmy Carter — we are told — can’t for the 
nation. 

As Wayne Friday put it — there would have been no Gay 
issue in this campaign without Anderson having made it an 
issue. He fearlessly stood up for Gay men and Lesbians — it 
is only just we stand by him until the end.

I was helped by a bath patron 
who had witnessed me slip and fall. This person later 
took me to the hospital and cared for me at his own 
home in the city.

After the shock was over, I sought dental restora¬ 
tion immediately. I also called the corporation office 
of the 8th and Howard Club Baths. The corporation’s 
General Manager was not interested in my story and 
made slanderous remarks about my character. 1 was 
informed that they (the corporation) would not co¬ 
operate with a drunk and stoned s.o.b. who fell in 
their safe showers. I was also informed by this 
“likable” man that there had never been accident or 
fall in the shower room before. 

I have repeatedly written the Club Baths and asked 
them for their insurance carrier’s name. I’ve also sug¬ 
gested that they check out the shower area because I 
believe, as many have told me, that the shower area 
is extremely slippery even in the best of circum¬ 
stances. 

I am pursuing restitution for the repair of my teeth. I 
am also trying to convince the Club Baths (8th and 
Howard) that there is a hazard in the shower room.

THE VIOLENCE HEARING & QUESTIONS 

★ I’d like to share some personal observations about 
last week’s hearing on anti-gay violence. First, it was 
clearly a historic occasion. The scene was obviously 
pregnant with political significance, there in the staid 
grandeur of the Supervisors’ Chambers. The room 
was packed with fags and not a few lesbians, too: the 
self-conscious hugs all around served to mark another 
milestone in our grudging integration into city life. 

The politicians were all talking out of three sides of 
their mouths in the face of this suddenly grotesque 
problem. (And yes, our concerned Mayor was no¬ 
where to be seen.) CUAV’s presentation — a barrage 
of statistics and hard data cataloguing the actual ex¬ 
tent of rampant homophobia — was quite impressive. 
The gay liberal/establishment spokespersons served 
up the usual platitudes about more police as the solu¬ 
tion, while the knee-jerk leftists mouthed the also- 
familiar rhetoric about police brutality. All of which 
was loudly applauded, and perfectly credible on both 
sides; “real” solutions still went unnoticed. And it was 
the president of the Golden Gate Business Associ¬ 
ation (ironically enough) who summed up the matter 
best when he called the situation in the Castro “a 
powder-keg about to explode.” 

But of course it was the testimony of the actual vic¬ 
tims that was the most real and sobering aspect of the 
whole proceedings. Even the city officials — all ex¬ 
cept Police Chief Con Murphy, who didn’t once re¬ 
lease that whimsical raised eyebrow — were seen to 


be visibly moved by the gruesome litany of weapons, 
blows and injuries. Unfortunately, most of the media 
were not there, and still refuse to touch the subject. 

More than anything else, the hearing could be said 
to have produced more questions than answers. For 
instance, why the continuing silence of the media? 
For that matter, why the city-wide tacit support of 
homophobia, especially in the schools, churches and 
work-places? And why this timid, defensive response 
to it all from the gay community? Where is the old 
Stonewall militance? 

In fact, what is this gay (male) community all about 
anyway? Why are we so separate from that “strait” 
(sic), world? Why have we allowed ourselves to be 
separated? Why are we not taking a united stand to 
confront the homophobia? Why are so few of us in¬ 
volved anymore in “political work” or in just trying to 
connect with our larger communities? What is it going 
to take to get us organized again? Where are the mas¬ 
sive street marches and spontaneous demonstrations 
of a few years ago? Is the gay community really 
identified with nothing more than Castro Street: 
anymore? 

And just what is the real fall-out from “gentrifica- 
tion”? What responsibility are we taking for our par¬ 
ticipation in that process? How did we get our collec¬ 
tive asses into this mess in the first place? And how 
the hell do we start getting ourselves out of it?

FOR INDIVIDUAL FREEDOM 

★ Several of us recently got together to discuss ways 
we, as lawyers, could work to increase the participa¬ 
tion and visibility of lesbians and gay men in govern¬ 
ment and the judiciary.

1. Encourage the appointment of lesbian and gay 
male attorneys to the judiciary throughout the Bay 
Area; 

2. Promote the hiring and advancement of lesbi¬ 
ans and gay men to public agencies and commission's 
throughout the Bay Area; 

3. Provide a forum for lesbian and gay male attor¬ 
neys to exchange ideas and information of mutual 
concern;

As a first step toward establishing this organization, 
we are hosting a reception honoring the Honorable 
Stephen M. Lachs, Judge of the Superior Court, 
County of Los Angeles.

The reception will be 
held on October 29, 1980, 7:30 to 9:30pm, at New 
College of California, 777 Valencia Street, San 
Francisco.

Then Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance sent a cable to all U.S. 
embassies and consulates that 
it was up to consular officers to 
pre-screen applicants for visas. 
Those so charged were to look 
for signs of effeminacy. 

At the same time numerous 
alleged homosexuals were 
turned away at U.S. entry 
points. Knutson- said, “From 
August 10, 1979, to March 31, 
1980, U.S. Immigration turned 
back 61 people.” Again the 
ban has been imposed pri¬ 
marily against men — usually 
someone considered effemi¬ 
nate. 

On September 9, 1980, the 
Department of Justice issued a 
new set of regulations vis a vis 
Gay tourists. Their decision be¬ 
gan with the caveat that Justice 
“has the legal obligation to ex¬ 
clude homosexuals from enter¬ 
ing the United States.” The 
major shift is that the exclusion 
will take place “solely upon the 
voluntary admission by the 
alien that he or she is homo¬ 
sexual.” 

Under the new rules — no 
one will be asked questions 
about their private sexual lives. 
“However, if an alien makes an 
unsolicited, unambiguous ad¬ 
mission of homosexuality he or 
she will undergo a secondary 
inspection.” Another cause for 
a “secondary inspection” is if 
some fellow traveler fingers an¬ 
other alien as a homosexual. 

The secondary inspection is 
another session in double 
standards. In it “the alien will 
be asked in private if he or she 
is a homosexual. If the re¬ 
sponse is negative, the alien 
will be allowed to enter the 
country; if it is positive, the 
alien will be advised of the right 
to appear before an immigra¬ 
tion judge for an exclusion 
hearing. No other questions 
concerning sexual preference 
will be asked of the alien.” 
Knutson added that even if the 
alien refused to answer the per¬ 
son would be admitted. 

Knutson sees the change in 
INS rules as close as one can 
come to a victory — but not 
good enough. “First of all,” he 
said, “the Feds have acknowl¬ 
edged that Gays are not men¬ 
tally ill. Secondly, the Feds ad¬ 
mit they have no way to identi¬ 
fy Gays nor do they now know 
how Congress intended to be 
applied.” 

“What remains,” said Knut¬ 
son, “is the principle. The law 
remains on the books which 
the Justice Department insists 
they must enforce.” 

Gay Rights Advocates, while 
gratified, have moved swiftly to 
bring the matter before the 
courts. Up to this point the. 
Feds have resisted the matter 
being brought into the judicial 
arena. GRA is currently setting 
up a test case and a likely possi¬ 
bility is a return of Carl Hill, 
who has indicated a willingness 
to challenge the law in U.S. 
courts — even if it takes three 
years as is possible if it goes all 
the way to the Supreme Court. 

In fairness to the current Jus¬ 
tice Department, their Septem¬ 
ber 9 directive concludes that 
“the Justice Department is 
presently supporting legislation 
which would eliminate homo¬ 
sexuality as a ground for exclu¬ 
sion.”

Mayor Urges Support 
for Proposition N

Mayor Dianne Feinstein, 
once thought to be cool to the 
District election system of elect¬ 
ing Supervisors, has now de¬ 
cided to go all out for Proposi¬ 
tion N on the November 4 elec¬ 
tion, the Proposition that 
would restore the District elec¬ 
tion method of choosing Su¬ 
pervisors. Some observers feel 
that the Mayor, after having 
taken a look at some of the re¬ 
cent polls, feels she could prob¬ 
ably get along better with those 
Supervisors now on the Board, 
three of whom she herself ap¬ 
pointed, than with some of 
those who might be on the 
Board if Proposition N fails. 
Two of the Mayor’s appoint¬ 
ments to the Board, Louise 
Renne and Don Horanzy, are 
thought to be in some trouble 
and if they should lose their 
seats they would possibly be re¬ 
placed by former Sheriff Dick 
Hongisto who is certainly not 
one of the Mayor’s best friends 
and possibly a couple of others 
who the Feinstein administra¬ 
tion could find not too coop¬ 
erative. 

Bill Strawn, the Mayor’s 
assistant press secretary, told 
B.A.R. Monday that the Mayor 
hcis “always felt that she could 
work with a Board comprised 
by either system but having 
worked closely with the Board, 
the Mayor has come to the 
conclusion that a Board chosen 
by Districts is every bit as good 
as one elected city wide.” The 
Mayor commented recently 
that “no legislative body can 
function at its best if its terms 
are constantly being cut in 
half.” Although the Mayor’s 
press office indicated that no 
statement from Feinstein would 
be forthcoming regarding Prop¬ 
osition N, Feinstein herself told 
reporters, when asked, on 
October 6 after her State of the 
City message that she now 
“definitely supports Prop. N” 


and would campaign for its 
passage. Mayor Feinstein was 
on the East Coast campaigning 
for Carter the first part of the 
week and was unavailable for 
comment Monday but the 
assistant press secretary indi¬ 
cated to B.A.R. that Feinstein 
would be doing some active 
campaigning in support of 
Proposition N before the 
November 4 election. Strawn 
told B.A.R. that the Mayor had 
to date endorsed incumbent 
Supervisors Molinari, Hutch, 
Renne, Horanzy, Walker, and 
Silver, but quickly pointed out 
that endorsements of other in¬ 
cumbents might be coming and 
that those endorsed were the 
only ones who had yet asked 
for the mayoral endorsement.

Gays Running for Supervisor 


Among the more than 60 
candidates seeking a seat on 
the Board of Supervisors next 
month are at least a dozen up¬ 
front Gays and quite probably a 
couple of closeted ones as well. 
Most polls, and everyone has 
one that he or she likes to refer 
to as being correct, show the 
incumbent Supervisor Harry 
Britt winning one of the eleven 
at-large seats on November 4, 
with most of them showing 
Britt running in the top six. An¬ 
other prominent Gay hopeful, 
former Mayoral candidate 
David Scott, is also given at 
least an even chance of finish¬ 
ing among the winners. Britt, if 
the current polls are correct, 
will stay on the Board regard¬ 
less of what happens to the 
controversial Proposition N; 
but Scott, on the other hand, 
could well be running for a seat 
he might never hold should 
Proposition N pass and the city 
revert back to the district elec¬ 
tion of supervisors system. 

Among the other well- 
known Gay candidates running 
for an at-large seat on Novem¬ 
ber 4 are Republican Kevin 
Wadsworth, The Voice pub¬ 
lisher Paul Hardman, and 
neighborhood activist Del 
Dawson.

HARRY BRITT 

Britt, appointed to the Dis¬ 
trict 5 Supervisorial seat by 
Mayor Feinstein to fill the un¬ 
expired term of the late Harvey 
Milk, was a close friend of the 
murdered Supervisor and was 
the only incumbent to win re- 
election in last November’s 
election. Britt, a long-time Gay 
activist, is a liberal Democrat 
and is recognized as probably 
the leading spokesperson for 
San Francisco’s large Gay com¬ 
munity and is fast gaining 
prominence and stature as one 
of the most respected leaders 
of the national Gay Rights 
movement as well. Britt has a 
wide coalition of support from 
Blacks, Asians, Latinos, wo¬ 
men’s groups, Gays, senior citi¬ 
zens, and should win easily on 
November 4. Britt has learned 
the Supervisor’s job well and 
works hard at the job.

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DAVID SCOTT 

An articulate spokesperson 
for Gay Rights, Scott ran for 
Mayhor last year, offering him¬ 
self as an alternative to the in¬ 
cumbent Dianne Feinstein and 
Supervisor Quentin Kopp. 
After getting more than 18,000 
votes and forcing a run-off 
election between Feinstein and 
Kopp, Scott, a successful real¬ 
tor, endorsed Feinstein in the 
run-off and is generally credit¬ 
ed with providing the Mayor 
with the necessary margin to 
defeat Kopp. Feinstein reward¬ 
ed Scott with an appointment 
to the PUC Commission, a job 
he resigned to run for Super¬ 
visor. Scott likes campaigning 
and is thought to be the one 
Gay challenger who has a 
chance of winning a seat next 
month. 

KEVIN WADSWORTH 

A conservative, and the 
president of Concerned Re¬ 
publicans for Individual Rights 
(CR1R), Wadsworth, who 
moved here a few years ago 
from Florida where he served 
as an aide to former U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Ed Gurney, is on leave 
from a job at the Chamber of 
Commerce to campaign for 
Supervisor. Wadsworth is a 
former Castro Street merchant 
who did well when he ran for 
Supervisor in the 5th District 
last year, finishing fourth in a 
crowded race; however, 
though he is a tireless cam¬ 
paigner, the Wadsworth cam¬ 
paign appears to not have 
caught on and it is doubtful if 
he will make it this time. Wads¬ 
worth recently was endorsed 
by both the Progress and the 
Examiner. 

DEL DAWSON 

Dawson, a Noe Valley mer¬ 
chant, has a long record of 
neighborhood work and is re¬ 
spected as a Gay activist as 
well. Dawson’s main core of 
support in this year’s race is the 
District Council of Merchants 
which included hundreds of 
small merchants and is given a 
chance of pulling a lot of votes. 
Dawson, now president of the 
Pride Foundation, served as 
vice-president of the District 
Merchants and is someone to 
watch in Gay politics in this 
city. Del Dawson is qualified, 
but he, too, is thought to be out 
of the money this time around. 

PAUL HARDMAN 

Hardman is the controversial 
publisher of The Voice, is well- 
known, and has a long record 
of activism in San Francisco’s 
Gay politics. A former bank 
officer, Hardman led the Pride 
Foundation for years and is 
credited with establishing the 
first Gay Community Center 



on Grove Street. His literature 
lists a long list of accomplish¬ 
ments in the Gay community; 
he says he is an advocate of 
“urban homesteading,” where¬ 
by individuals may obtain land 
and low interest loans to devel¬ 
op housing; favors a police re¬ 
view board; and is an advocate 
of solar energy for the city. 

PAUL BONEBERG 

Boneberg has worked as a 
laborer in a paper mill, as a 
salesperson, construction 
worker, and as a bookstore 
manager. His campaign litera¬ 
ture claims he now owns a 
home in San Jose which func¬ 
tions as a fraternity house. 
Boneberg lives on Castro 
Street and claims he has spent 
much of his recent years being 
involved in politics. His activi¬ 
ties include working on the

Anderson for President cam¬ 
paign, the GGBA, and coordi¬ 
nating the first National Lesbian 
and Gay Constituency Lobby 
Day. Boneberg says the main 
issues facing San Francisco are 
housing and violent crime. He 
(Boneberg) has said, “San 
Franciscans have the right to 
expect their police force to be 
the best in the nation, and the 
police have the right to expect 
to be paid accordingly.” Bone¬ 
berg says that “San Franciscans 
must recognize that in the long 
term, police cannot stop crime; 
rather, it is fair housing and 
employment opportunities 
which will lower the crime 
rate.”

vide an improved climate for 
the production of housing by 
simplifying building codes, pro¬ 
viding more flexible zoning, 
legalizing some types of in-law 
units, and by quicker process¬ 
ing of building permits, etc. On 
the crime issue, Brothers said 
that “for years we have bent 
over backward to protect the 
criminal.” Brothers says the 
solution to the crime issues de¬ 
mands that we “re-order priori¬ 
ties in the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem.” Brothers says that “juve¬ 
niles charged with unprovoked 
violent attacks against persons 
should be tried as adults and 
receive adult penalties,” and 
says that “victimless crimes 
should be ignored so that 
violent criminals can receive 
swift, effective justice.” Al¬ 
though Brothers admits that 
the solution to the crime prob¬ 
lem is not necessarily in the 
hands of the Board of Super¬ 
visors, the Board “can provide 
leadership and can call on the 
state and federal governments 
to make needed changes.”

Legal Services Issue 
Gains Temporary 
Victory in Senate 


The Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee recently deleted 
the anti-Gay “McDonald 
Amendment” from the Legal 
Services Appropriation legisla¬ 
tion, H.R. 7584. Steve En- 
dean, Executive Director of 
Gay Rights National Lobby, 
stated, “We are firmly con¬ 
vinced that the origin of this 
anti-Gay amendment is a New 
Right strategy to force a roll-call 
vote in this election year. It is 
likely that the amendment will 
be re-introduced on the floor of 
the Senate.” 

Endean urged a strong re¬ 
sponse by the members of the 
Lesbian and Gay communities. 
“At this time it is critical that our 
movement, our communities 
and, for that matter, all people 


who believe in equal justice, 
expend every ounce of energy 
to put constituent pressure on 
the Senate vote.” GRNL has 
sent a “Congressional Action 
Alert” including two postcards 
to be sent to the Senators, to 
members of its constituent net¬ 
work. To become a part of the 
network, send a postcard to 
GRNL, P.O. Box 1892, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 20013. Endean 
further stated that constituent 
pressure is the key to a success¬ 
ful legislative stragegy. “As 
long as members of the House 
and Senate believe that their 
constituents oppose justice for 
Gays and that a pro-justice 
position is politically danger¬ 
ous, we are going to end up on 
the short end of these votes,” 
the Gay lobbyist stressed. 


New Charter 
on November 
Ballot 

by Frank Fitch 

A proposed revision of San 
Francisco’s Charter will be on 
the November 4 ballot as 
Proposition A. This revision is 
the work of the Charter Com¬ 
mission we elected in Novem¬ 
ber of 1978 (the same election 
we defeated the Briggs Initi¬ 
ative) . 

The current Charter was 
adopted in 1932 by an elected 
Charter Commission and was 
geared to an era that included 
the Depression, graft and cor¬ 
ruption, and far fewer political¬ 
ly active citizen groups than we 
have today. It set up the only 
life-time appointed officials 
(Chief Administrative Officer 
[CAO] and Controller) in the 
U.S., the only five-branch form 
of government (Executive, 
Legislative, CAO, Controller, 
and Courts) in the U.S., and 
specified in 500 + pages of 
legalese every detail of govern¬ 
ment. It has required 600 
amendments since adoption. 

The proposed revision re¬ 
turns to the traditional three 
branches of government, re¬ 
tains the Administrative Officer 
as an official of the Mayor’s 
office and reduces the Control¬ 
ler’s term to six years. Much of 
the detail of government is left 
to the elected Board of Super¬ 
visors. The 90-page proposal is 
written in every-day English. 
Commissioner Frank Fitch says 
that it is a Charter written for a 
future that requires reduced 
expenditures, a limited prop¬ 
erty tax base, and more ac¬ 
countability to the electorate. 

NEW FIRST FOR GAYS 

If Proposition A on the No¬ 
vember ballot is adopted, San 
Francisco will have the first City 
Charter to specifically include 
sexual orientation as a protect¬ 
ed class. The Charter would 
prohibit discrimination in Civil 
Service and the Human Rights 
Commission would be man¬ 
dated to investigate complaints 
of discrimination against Lesbi¬ 
ans and Gay men in the private 
sector. 

The proposed Charter revi¬ 
sion also gives the Police Com¬ 
mission enhanced status as a 
civilian review board and per¬ 
mits them to hire civilian inves¬ 
tigators and issue subpoenas 
when investigating complaints 
against the police. 

The Hume.. Rights Commis¬ 
sion is written into the Charter 
and could only be deleted by a 
vote of the people (it currently 
could be abolished by ordi- 
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nance). It also is permitted to 
issue subpoenas and has a 
strong mandate to insure the 
civil rights of all citizens, intro¬ 
duce ordinances to the Board 
of Supervisors and insure that 
city departments implement 
affirmative action plans J Mem¬ 
bers can be removed by the 
Mayor only for cause, specific 
acts performed as a Commis¬ 
sioner. 

All Commissions and Boards 
are required to “be representa¬ 
tive of the communities or in¬ 
terest and diverse population in 
the City & County and have 
representatives of both sexes.” 
It would be impossible to claim 
that Lesbians and Gay men are 
not a “community of interest” 
in San Francisco. In addition, 
several commissions would no 
longer be all-male preserves. 

A present practice, the allo¬ 
cation of 20% of the tax on 
hotel rooms to the arts, cultur¬ 
al and promotional activities, is 
included as a charter require¬ 
ment. The Gay parade receiv¬ 
ed nearly $10,000 from this 
fund as a promotional activity. 
In addition, the Opera, Sym¬ 
phony, Ballet and other city¬ 
wide and neighborhood art and 
cultural activities have come to 
depend on this source of sup¬ 
port from the tourist industry. 

The Charter revision pro¬ 
posal, Proposition A, will be on 
the November 4 ballot. Our 
only city-wide elected official, 
Charter Commissioner Frank 
Fitch, urges support for what 
he calls “a Charter for the fu¬ 
ture, reflecting the new realities 
in San Francisco.”

After a brief state¬ 
ment saying that he would 
favor civil rights for homosexu¬ 
als, Falwell went on the assault 
against Gays during a breakfast 
meeting with President Carter 
at the White House. White 
House sources indicate the 
conversation was taped and is 
on file in the Executive Man¬ 
sion’s .archives. 

Falwell told an enthusiastic 
crowd in Anchorage, Alaska: 
“The Federal government is 
the No. 1 enemy of the 
monogamous Christian family. 
I asked President Carter why 
he has known homosexuals on 
his staff and he said, ‘I am Pres¬ 
ident of ALL the American 
people. I represent everyone.’ I 
then asked him: ‘Then why 
don’t you have murderers and 
bank robbers on your staff to 
represent them?’ ” Carter’s 
answer has not been disclosed.

Political observers expect no 
surprises in the races for the 
three Assembly seats up for 
election on November 4 with 
incumbent Democrat Assem¬ 
blymen expected to easily win 
re-election in the three San 
Francisco Assembly seats. In 
the 16th Assembly District, 
Art Agnos, a Democrat com¬ 
pleting his second term, is in no 
trouble running against a little- 
known Republican Larry 
Jenkins. Agnos, a former aide 
to Speaker McCarthy before 
being elected in 1977 has built 
a strong following among 
Gays, labor, and neighborhood 
activists and should easily de-

In the 17th Assembly District 
the highly popular Willie 
Brown should have no problem 
against Republican challenger 
Tom Crary, an assistant District 
Attorney seeking office for the 
first time. Although given little 
chance of upsetting the veteran 
Assemblyman Brown, Crary is 
running hard and has what ap¬ 
pears to be a well-financed 
campaign. Brown, too, is very 
popular among the city’s large 
Gay population and has con¬ 
sistently received heavy Gay 
support when on the ballot. 
Brown is in no trouble and will 
probably win big next month — 
possibly with his largest plural¬ 
ity ever. 

Assembly Speaker Leo 
McCarthy, long the representa- 


been campaigning constantly 
for more than a year and who 
has an attractive half-million 
dollar war chest to work with. 
McQuaid told B.A.R. a few 
weeks past that “John Burton 
has one of the worst attend¬ 
ance records — the 12th worst 
out of the entire House” in 
Congress and doesn’t deserve 
another term.

Therapists to Improve 
Love & Sex Lives of Gays 


“Improving Love and Sex in 
Gay and Lesbian Life” is the 
title of a series of educational 
and therapeutic programs be¬ 
ing offered this fall by two 
openly Gay psychotherapists, 
Drs. Betty Berzon and Rex 
Reece. 

“There are no marriage 
manuals for Gay relationships,” 
Dr. Berzon says. “There were 
no models of Gay conjugal bliss 
on television to follow. Paren¬ 
tal guidance in developing suc¬ 
cessful same-gender relation¬ 
ships was not there. We’ve had 
to wing it when it came to put¬ 
ting together workable love and 
life partnerships and develop¬ 
ing satisfactory sex lives in the 
context of such partnerships. 
These educational programs 
are designed to provide the in¬ 
formation and the guidance 
that Gay people have not had 
access to before, that hetero¬ 
sexual parents and ‘Ozzie and 
Harriet’ and ‘Father Knows 
Best’ and the family minister 
didn’t offer.” 

“Frank and honest discus¬ 
sions of any sexual issues occur 
rarely in most families,” Dr. 
Reece points out. “Add to that 
the strong social taboo against 
same-gender sex that we Gay 
men and women have to break 
in our love relationships. Be¬ 
tween the informational void 
and the trained-in attitude that 
what we’re doing is wrong, it’s 
a wonder to me that we’re able 
to get beyond the negatives to 
enjoy love and sex at all.” 

The two therapists contend 
that there are special relation¬ 
ship and sexual issues in the 
lives of Gay men and Lesbians. 
“For instance,” Dr. Berzon 
states, “there are no gender- 
role guidelines in our partner¬ 
ships for who does what with 
regard to income production 
and spending money earned, 
division of labor at home, and 
sexual and affectional prac¬ 
tices. Learning to negotiate 
effectively who will do what in 
areas such as these is a part of 
what we will be teaching in 
these programs.” 

According to Berzon and 
Reece the way in which men 
and women have been social¬ 
ized presents special dilemmas 
for same-sex relating. Two wo¬ 
men, each conditioned to be 
nurturing and emotionally sup¬ 
portive but passive and reticent 
in sexual matters, may have a 
satisfying relationship in every 
way but sexually. And, two 
men who have learned well to 
compete with other men may 
be too focused on performance 


to really enjoy sex. Learning to 
understand these dynamics 
offers the possibility of moving 
beyond inhibition to sexually 
and emotionally healthier rela¬ 
tionships for Gay people. 

Dr. Reece expressed the 
opinion that frank affirmation 
of sexual expression and plea¬ 
sure is one of the most threat¬ 
ening aspects about male 
homosexuality, in particular, to 
the larger culture. He says, 
“Many anti-Gay attitudes are 
grounded in this threat, but it’s 
time for Gay people to stop co¬ 
operating with these attitudes 
and accept our ability to enjoy 
sex in a variety of styles and 
patterns as personally strength¬ 
ening and as a potentially en¬ 
riching contribution to the 
world in general.” 

Berzon and Reece will offer 
one-day workshops on such 
topics as “Improving Partner 
Selection” and “Facts About 
Sex for Gay Men and Lesbi¬ 
ans.” Ten-week groups include 
“Improving Couple Relation¬ 
ships,” “Increasing Sexual 
Pleasure,” and “Surviving Sep¬ 
aration and Moving On.” 
Weekly groups begin the first 
week in October and end in 
mid-December. 

The series will also feature 
“Making Contact Evenings for 
Single Lesbians and Gay Men” 
on November 21. The evening 
offers leader-conducted experi¬ 
ences designed to ease the 
process of meeting and getting 
acquainted with new people. 

Berzon has co-edited two 
books, “New Perspectives on 
Encounter Groups'’ and “Posi¬ 
tively Gay: New Approaches in 
Gay Life.” She has a private 
psychotherapy practice in West 
Hollywood and is currently 
writing a book on Gay and Les¬ 
bian relationships. 

Reece is a psychotherapist in 
private practice in Hollywood, 
working mostly with Gay men. 
He specializes in sex therapy.

Gay Rights Advocates 
to Take on U.S. Navy 


Don Knutson, director of 
Gay Rights Advocates, an¬ 
nounced this week that he and 
his staff will shortly take the 
case of two navy men who are 
threatened with discharge from 
the service. 

The Navy, in one of its peri¬ 
odic purges, wants the two 
West Coast personnel out of 
the service. However, the two 
both want to remain. The dif¬ 
ference in this case and the re¬ 
cent Norton Sound scandal is 
that GRA’s clients will not deny 
they are Gay. 

At this point Knutson wished 
their names.go unreported be¬ 
cause the two are in danger of 
being subjected to harassment. 
One of the men is a 10-year 
veteran, and both have exem¬ 
plary service records. The two 
were scooped up in a Califor¬ 
nia base dragnet, from which 
30 have agreed to leave the 
service quietly. 

Knutson said the Norton 
Sound incident triggered a rash 
of investigations all over the 
country and around the world 
in all three services. The purge 
is the reaction of individual 
CO’s while Knutson believes 
the top brass would prefer to let 


sleeping dogs lie. The overall 
publicity is bad for the Navy. 

Gay Rights Advocates’ first 
order of business will be to se¬ 
cure for the two men good Na¬ 
val counsel. The non-profit 
group will then form an ad hoc 
coalition of Gay Rights and Hu¬ 
man Rights groups including 
National Gay Task Force, Gay 
Rights National Lobby, ACLU 
(National Gay Rights Project). 
Together the coalition will file 
suit in federal court in behalf of 
the two servicemen. 

Knutson foresees four pos¬ 
sible eventual resolutions: 1. 
The Department of Defense 
simply changes the regulations 
(there exists now ample legal 
precedents — including Leon¬ 
ard Matlovich’s victory over the 
U.S. Air Force); 2. A change 
by Executive Order of the 
President; 3. Legislation a la 
the Cranston Bill; 4. A definite 
decision by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

Knutson and GRA seek to 
establish a coordinated nation¬ 
al policy for homosexuals in the 
armed forces, not the discrimi¬ 
nating one usable at the whim 
of local commanders.

Jaguar Loses 
Round 

The city’s Planning Commis¬ 
sion in a hearing last Thursday 
ruled against the Jaguar Book 
Store and Private Membership 
Club’s commercial use of the 
second floor at their current lo¬ 
cation, 18th and Hartford 
Streets, a block off Castro. 

The Jaguar, which features 
various Gay magazines out 
front and various Gay shenani¬ 
gans in the back — behind a 
closed door allowing only 
members through — expressed 
intention to and began con¬ 
struction for commercial use of 
the second floor shortly after 
owner Ron Ernst bought the 
building in May of ’78 to avoid 
a rent escalating to $3000 for 
his club on the other side of the 
street behind the Hibernia 
Bank at the corner of 18th and 
Castro. 

Gay Roche, a member of the 
Eureka Valley Promotion 
Association who testified 
against the Gay club’s second 
floor use, said the Jaguar had 
been all right when it was “an 
unobtrusive, low key building 
nestled in behind Hibernia,” 
but she objected to such an in¬ 
stitution’s taking over the 
“prominent building on the 
corner of a residential street,” 
on which she lives at 20 Hart¬ 
ford. 

Jaguar owner Ernst, who 
said he would appeal the 
Board’s decision either back to 
the Board for misstatements of 
fact or on to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors and if necessary in 
court, claimed the club should 
be grandfathered for having 
started work on the second 
floor before the neighborhood 
was downgraded commercially 
by the Board of Supervisors in 
late ’78. 

It was a maze of Catch 22’s 
at the hearing: permits applied 
for but never acted upon, per¬ 
mits that couldn’t be applied for 
before safety required con¬ 
struction, construction that 
couldn’t be started before per¬ 
mits were issued, permits held 
up as long as two years till 
other permits had been acted 
upon. 

But in the end the story was. 
clear. One side maintained 
they were there to save resi¬ 
dential housing in San Francis¬ 
co’s neighborhoods and specifi¬ 
cally the two-bedroom apart¬ 
ment on the second floor at 
18th and Hartford Streets, the 
other side maintaining that the 
former apartment was being 
used by some 15-20,000 club 
members as a community 
center-type recreation hall. 

The Board, which has no 
known Gay members, voted 5- 
1 to return the floor to its resi¬ 
dence status. 

UnWorried that the Jaguar is 
the only private acts institution 
left in the Gay neighborhood 
grown up around it over the 
last decade — a veritable Gay 
institution — for all the Board 
cared, club members could go 
fuck in the streets. 

As the Friday afternoon Ex¬ 
aminer headlined the decision: 
“Homeowners Win Over Gay 
Sex Club.” 

The opposition may claim no 
homophobia, knights with resi¬ 
dence fervor, but the lines are 
clearly drawn. Few Gay people 
are fooled. ■

CONGRESSMAN

Section 212 (a) (4) of the Immigration Natrualization 
Statute to end immigrant exclusions from this 
country which are based on sexual orientation. 

Very simply, this bill would delete the words "sexual 
deviation” from the Statute so that the law conforms 
to existing medical and scientific attitudes about 
sexual orientation. 

■ John Burton was one of only two Congressmen 
to publicly deplore an amendment offered by 
Rep. McDonald that prohibits the use of Legal 
Services Corporation funds to assist gays. 

Rep. Burton Stated, "I do not know of any law on 
the books of the country that says that people who 
happen to have different sexual preferences than 
heterosexual receive waivers from paying taxes. 

The citizens in my district who happen to be gay are 
business people . . . They pay as much taxes as 
many of us here . . . This is one of the most out¬ 
rageous amendments that ever has been proposed 
on the floor of this House." 


■ Earlier this year, John was among thousands of 
demonstrators who marched on Sacramento to 
show their strong support for legislation to end job 
discrimination on grounds of sexual preference. 

He is also one of 20 Members of Congress who have 
called for the Democratic National Committee's 
Platform Committee to adopt the gay rights plank. 

■ John Burton has also initiated Federal legislation 
to protect basic civil rights for gays. Under this bill, 
housing or employment opportunities —a guarantee 
enjoyed by every other American—could not be 
arbitrarily denied to lesbians and gay men. 

■ John Burton is committed to the goals of the gay 
community and stands ready to help make those 
goals a reality. 

In addition , Congressman Burton: 

■ VOTED IN FAVOR of extending the time period 
for ratification of the Equal Rights Amendment 
until June, 1982. 

■ HAS HELD CONGRESSIONAL HEARINGS 

and introduced legislation to help women or men 
in middle life years in re-entering the job market. 

■ HAS FORWARDED LEGISLATION to reform 
the Social Security program so that it offers 
equal benefits to both men and women.

in its fight to oppose offshore oil drilling off 
Northern and Central California in favor of better 
energy alternatives, such as solar power.

ANTI-GAY VIOLENCE 
n CONCERN 

If there is one concern that 
the entire Gay/Lesbian com¬ 
munity can unite over, it is the 
problem of anti-Gay/Lesbian 
violence. This is a legitimate, 
grave and substantially docu¬ 
mented problem. The violence 
is very personal, psychotically 
malicious and has political 
overtones. It is an attempt to 
destroy us for whom we are 
and because of whom we love. 
The 400 percent increase in 
anti-Gay violence we have suf¬ 
fered is real. It isn’t some sort of 
hyped paranoia. The reports 
are in our files and those re¬ 
ports are in turn backed up by 
medical records and police 
files. And we estimate that only 
one in five assaults is reported 
to us. Nationally, CUAV is re¬ 
cognized as one of the foremost 
experts on the subject of anti- 
Gay violence. We have been 
contacted for information by 
the National Gay Task Force, 
by numerous scholars working 
in the field and by community 
groups in other cities facing the 
same type of problem. We are 
not a confrontive organization. 
We work actively with the vari¬ 
ous branches of the City and 
County government. At the 
risk of endangering our own 
credibility, we have long en¬ 
couraged victims of violence to 
report crimes to the SFPD and 
to file complaints with the Inter¬ 
nal Affairs Bureau in cases of 
police misconduct. Our own 
experience of 1AB has been un¬ 
fortunate, and we have hopes 
that that will soon change for 
the better. Often, traumatized 
victims get the impression that 
CUAV is a bureaucracy when 
we attempt to elicit from them a 
complete picture of what hap¬ 
pened. We are not that and a 
complete picture, with all of the 
details, is necessary to our pur¬ 
pose. We are an entirely volun¬ 
teer organization. We receive 
no government funding. We 
work with other citizen groups 
such as the Mission Commu¬ 
nity Alliance to reduce inter¬ 
community tensions. 

MACE CLASSES 

CUAV also, as many of you 
know, sponsors classes in the 
use of MACE, a non-lethal, 
non-permanent self defense 


device. Our next class is sched¬ 
uled for October 25 (Sat.) at 
117 Diamond St. (Most Holy 
Redeemer School) at 10am. 
The fee is $30 which includes 
the 2-hour class, a certificate of 
training, a California license to 
carry MACE and a cannister of 
MACE. We scheduled this 
class deliberately for this day in 
order to allow you to be pre¬ 
pared for this Halloween’s fes¬ 
tivities. Even though there isn’t 
going to be a street party on 
Castro this year, many of you 
will be out that night in costume 
going from or to another party 
somewhere. When you’re on 
the street, you’re a potential 
victim of the violence we see 
every day. Especially if you’re 
in costume. Be prepared by 
getting yourself a little insur¬ 
ance in the form of MACE. We 
encourage people to pre-regis¬ 
ter by sending a check and a 
note to us with name, address 
and phone number. Late regis¬ 
trations will be accepted at the 
door. 

A QUICK SAMPLING OF

Lafayette Park at Sacra¬ 
mento - 10:35pm three attack¬ 
ers on skateboards punched 
victim in passing. They told the 
victim’s friend, “It’s good you 
jumped back, faggot!” 

18th & Church - 4:00pm 
one Friday. Assailant with a 4- 
foot long 2x4 attempted to beat 
the victim with this terrible 
weapon while screaming 
“Cocksucker!” 

Haight & Masonic - One 

Monday at 9:45pm. An em¬ 
ployee of a local laundromat 
punched a single victim after 
repeatedly insulting him. The 
victim punched back, defend¬ 
ing himself successfully. Pa¬ 
trons of a nearby bar told the 
victim that his assailant con¬ 
stantly harasses anyone he 
thinks is Gay. 

Sutter between Steiner and 
Scott - 10:30pm on a Tues¬ 
day. Victim noticed three teen¬ 
agers following him at Geary 
and Divisadero. They threw 
beer bottles at him on Sutter. 
They fled the scene when their 
intended victim began to blow 
his whistle. 

Top of Twin Peaks (Look¬ 
out Point) - 11:00pm on a Fri¬ 
day. Victim was sitting on the 
hood of a friend’s car when 10 
teenagers snuck up on him 
from behind the car. The victim

District Elections 
— Take Two

Reliance upon the straight 
mass media to tell our story is 
like signing a pact with the 
Devil to save our soul, but vot¬ 
ing out district elections in San 
Francisco puts us right back 
into their pocket. 


“Who’s Britt?” and when I start 
to answer, . . who voted 
against the Muni fare raise and 
for rent control . . she says, 
“Oh yes, the good one. There 
aren’t very many of them down 
there.” 


When Harvey Milk couldn’t 
get elected city-wide, running 
sixth for five offices on the 
Board of Supervisors — the 
top vote-getter behind five eter¬ 
nally re-elected incumbents — 
he threw the weight of his cam¬ 
paign workers toward circulat¬ 
ing the petition for District Elec¬ 
tions. I signed in the unemploy¬ 
ment line. 


Community workers in Ber¬ 
nal Heights smile gratefully or 
perfunctorily on being intro¬ 
duced to the candidate, as a 
teenage girl tosses a copy of 
“Faggots” his way as an intend¬ 
ed insult. Over the loudspeaker 
a recent half-million dollar 
grant for the area’s community 
center is announced, and I 
wonder where is ours? 


It was perfectly obvious then 
that he was not going to get 
elected by the whole city voting 
against our tight minority sup¬ 
port of him. The only way to 
make our voice heard in city 
government was to carve out 
our own district and elect our 
own representative. 

Now we are engaged in a 
great civil conflict testing 
whether that right of minority 
representation pooled together 
to create majority rule can pre¬ 
vail over the downtown meth¬ 
od of electing our “representa¬ 
tives” city-wide. 

New in town? You may not 
remember that under the old 
method of city-wide elections, 
virtually all the incumbent Su¬ 
pervisors lived in the two ritziest 
districts — Pacific Heights and 
St. Francis Woods. Was there 
ever a better argument for Dis¬ 
trict Elections? 

Last week I spent a morning 
volunteering as chauffeur to 
district-elected incumbent Su¬ 
pervisor Harry Britt, first ap¬ 
pointed to fill Milk’s seat after 
the assassination, then elected 
by Milk’s 5th District last year, 
now forced to campaign city¬ 
wide to maintain that seat. (If 
they can’t oust us one way, 
they’ll try another.) 

In that quick city tour behind 
the wheel and dogging the can¬ 
didate’s steps through the street 
several things became obvious. 

The route began with street 
corner leafleting at 6th and 
Clement, end of the Sacra¬ 
mento bus line in District 1; 
breakfast at Church Street Sta¬ 
tion in 5; a walk through an 
Alamo Square garage sale and 
picnic in 4; the Bernal Heights 
cultural and community fair at 
Holly Park in 8; and, finally, a 
Sunset District community cen¬ 
ter meeting in 9, at which point 
I was relieved by another driver 
who took the candidate to an 
afternoon fund-raiser in 
Berkeley. 

His campaign manager said 
he could nto attend the state¬ 
wide Gay convention in San 
Jose either that or the following 
day when he was scheduled to 
ride in the Columbus Day 
parade, among other things. 

At this writing the candidate 
is sick in bed with the flu for a 
few days, and no wonder with 
a schedule like that of 18-hours 
daily kissing ass all over town. 

Smile, shake hands, “Hi, I’m 
Supervisor Harry Britt.” 

One woman throws down 
his literature as though she 
were spitting on the Clement 
sidewalk. Another asks me, 


The Sunset meeting in Gian- 
nini Middle School (named for 
the Bank of America family) is 
a check-signing ceremony cele¬ 
brating Chevron’s donating 
$23,000 to keep that district’s 
community center open an¬ 
other year — and where is 
ours? — while Britt is called^ 
upon to compliment Chevron’s 
lead in corporate-community 
relations. 

I come home both educated 
and stunned over the vastness 
and complexity of “just” city 
politics, and Charles and I take 
in a bargain matinee of 
GLORIA at the Chiradelli, a 
tense but grounding film about 
life — the mob-survival in the 
Big City. 

The issue of district elections 
— let’s be clear — does not re¬ 
volve around whether Super¬ 
visor Britt in District 5 ade¬ 
quately represents our cause 
and our neighborhood. Rather, 
how can our cause be repre¬ 
sented by a person who must 
be constantly running all over 
town listening superficially to 
everybody’s problems but hav¬ 
ing no time to deal intently with 
any of them? 

How can our cause be better 
served by a Supervisor who 
must constantly down-play his 
being Gay and concern for spe¬ 
cifically Gay causes because he 
must appeal to a majority that 
neither identifies as Gay nor 
understands Gay social issues 
as having anything to do with 
their own? 

And how can someone who 
must constantly run for re-elec¬ 
tion in wider and wider and 
more costly campaigns not be¬ 
come more and more attracted 
to whoever has the largest 
bucks to aid in that? Gradually 
any initially progressive candi¬ 
date will be more and more se¬ 
duced by the practicality of 
both bigger money and greater 
closetry. 

In the end we will have no 
representative at all. They may 
be Gay. They may say they’re 
Gay. But they will neither have 
the financial independence nor 
the energy of time to devote to 
any of our problems but the 
most symbolic: the most media 
play for the least amount of 
devotion. 

If the illusion of representa¬ 
tion in San Francisco is all you 
want, vote down Proposition 
N, District Elections. But if you 
believe the people in all their 
magical and individual wisdom 
and increased conviction in 
their ability to positively affect 
their lives through political 
struggle will unite in communi¬ 
ties and elect people truly 
representing their needs that 



in town or community level 
where we have the possibility 
of talking to a finite number of 
our neighbors and convincing 
them of who we are. Where we 
have, in other words, one-on- 
one communication instead of 
media communiques to tell out 

media communiques to tell our 
story and sell it short: when we 
need a bridge adn they show us 
the plank. ■

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Senator Marks Has Easy Race

San Francisco’s veteran Re¬ 
publican State Senator Milton 
Marks is one political candidate 
who, though he claims to be 
“running hard,” has little to 
worry about in next month’s 
general election. Marks, who 
represents the 5th Senatorial 
District in the State Senate is 
running for his third full term in 
addition to a couple of years he 
served following a special elec¬ 
tion held to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Gene McAteer. 
In that special election, held in 
1967, Marks defeated John 
Burton, now a member of 
Congress from the 5th Con¬ 
gressional District. 

When Democrat supporters 
of the popular liberal Republi¬ 
can noticed earlier this year 
that the Democratic party 
apparently had no serious can¬ 
didate to run against Marks this 
year, they launched a write-in 
campaign for the Democratic 
nomination for Marks in the 
June primary — a move that 
resulted in Marks being the offi¬ 
cial nominee of both the 
Democrat and Republican 
parties in the November 4 elec¬ 
tion. Marks, who represents a 
district that is three-quarters 
Democratic in registration, has 
been popular with Democrats 
for years and has in election 
after election racked up plural¬ 
ities in heavily Democratic 
areas. 

When B.A.R. asked Senator 
Marks recently what he thought 
the reason was as to why the 
Democrat party didn’t enter a 
candidate against him this year, 
Marks replied modestly that he 
attributed this to his “excellent 
record in Sacramento — one 
that has always put the needs 
of his constituents and his city 
first;” Marks added that he has 
“always enjoyed the support of 
thousands of Democrats” every 
time he ran for office, and 
“frankly, I don’t think the 
Democrats felt they could beat 
me this time,” the venerable 
Senator added. Marks, with 
the nomination of both the 
major parties, faces only mini¬ 
mal opposition in the form of 
the Libertarian Party’s nomi¬ 
nee, an unknown by the name 
of Eric Garris. Although Milton 
Marks is campaigning as 
though he were in for the fight 
of his political life and attends 
candidates’ nights and other 
functions by the score every 
day, the Marks campaign has 
not opened a campaign head¬ 
quarters this year, and the Sen¬ 


ator says himself that he is 
“feeling good” about this year’s 
race. 

Marks, long popular in the 
city’s Gay community, is a 
familiar sight at most Gay func¬ 
tions, and has a long record of 
support of Gay causes. Marks, 
a long-time friend of the late 
Harvey Milk, points out proud¬ 
ly that he was the only elected 
city official who endorsed 
Milk’s successful race for Su¬ 
pervisor in 1978. For a Repub¬ 
lican, Marks can also point to 
some pretty powerful Demo¬ 
crats who have gone down to 
defeat when running against 
the veteran Senator — includ¬ 
ing in years past, George Mos- 
cone, Bob Mendelsohn, Ron 
Pelosi, John Burton, and Bill 
Newsom. Although he is asked 
from time to time why he 
doesn’t switch parties and be¬ 
come a Democrat, Marks indi¬ 
cated to B.A.R. that he has no 
immediate plans to do so, al¬ 
though he admits to having 
entertained the idea from time 
to time, but says that he prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t vote any differ¬ 
ently regardless of what party 
he belonged to. Milton Marks 
knows Ronald Reagan well, 
having served in the legislature 
while Reagan was Governor 
and the impression one gets 
while interviewing Marks is that 
he does not hold the former 
Governor in high regards, but 
thinks no more of the incum¬ 
bent Jimmy Carter. When 
asked who he is voting for in 
the Presidential race, Marks 
declines to answer and quickly 
points out that he has endorsed 
no one. He has endorsed in 
some of the local races, how¬ 
ever, and most politicos in this 
city see the Marks approval as 
an important endorsement and 
he admits to having been del¬ 
uged with requests of endorse¬ 
ment. Among those Marks has 
endorsed in the hotly contested 
race for Supervisor are incum¬ 
bents John Molinari, Quentin 
Kopp, Carol Ruth Silver, and 
Doris Ward. Marks has taken 
no position in the bitterly con¬ 
tested 5th Congressional race 
where incumbent John Burton 
is in for the fight of his political 
life with Republican Dennis 
McQuaid, and said that he 
thinks the make-up of the State 
Senate will remain about the 
same after the November 4 
election, but that he expects 
the Republicans to make con¬ 
siderable gains in the Assem¬ 
bly. In addition to having 
served 13 years to date in the 


State Senate, and eight years 
in the Assembly, Marks, a re¬ 
spected lawyer, served as a 
Judge of the Municipal Court, 
having been appointed by for¬ 
mer Governor Edmund G. 
Brown. Marks makes his home 
on Jordan Avenue in the Rich¬ 
mond District with his wife 
Carolene and two sons and a 
daughter, all of whom are at 
tending college. Milton Marks 
— an able, popular, hard¬ 
working and highly visible State 
Senator who has reason to 
smile as election day 
approaches. B

Seeing from her youth peo¬ 
ple of wealth and privilege who 
were “neurotic, unhappy, not 
very loved or taken care of,” 
she.said, she had “always been 
a rebel,” but the pivotal year 
was 1968 when America was 
losing the war, their leaders 
had promised they never could 
and there was an enormous 
“upheaval of consciousness” in 
this country. 

But, she continued, con¬ 
sciousness is not enough. You 
must believe that “things could 
be different.” If you don’t and 
you’re aware, “you take drugs 
and get drunk — Roman 
empire time — because you 
don’t see an alternative.” Or 
else you say, “I’m going to join 
them — a cause, the new 
community being formed, be¬ 
cause I’m sure not happy 
here.” 

She promoted Britt as one of 
those unlikely people who 
once in a new leader position 
“just gets better in office.” She 
agreed the three major Presi¬ 
dential hopefuls were “all un¬ 
happy choices,” but defended 
the liberal wing of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party that could stay alive 
only with the defeat of Reagan 
— a candidate “whose context 
ended in the 20’s.” 

She also proposed reform 
measures such as energy inde¬ 
pendence from the Arabs, pen¬ 
sion fund investment in inner- 
city housing construction, and 
urged “all of us should think of 
ourselves as potential leaders,” 
in order to develop a grass 
roots movement that can de¬ 
fend any good candidates from 
assassination or being branded 
a communist. 

“It ain’t easy,” she sum¬ 
marized. ■ 

Diamonds 
Are The Pope’s 
Best Friend 

A flurry of recent legal activ¬ 
ity will soon force the IRS to 
take a stand on religious organ¬ 
izations which use their tax- 
exempt status to finance politi¬ 
cal campaigns and endorse 
specific candidates or causes. 
Abortion Rights Mobilization 
has announced plans to file suit 
against the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States. 
Lawrence Lader, director of 
the pro-choice organization, 
stated that his group will be 
joined by other individuals and 
groups in an attempt to sue the 
hierarchies of three of the 
country’s archdioceses. 

Pope John Paul II has come 
under criticism in Italy for his 
increasing attacks on abortion, 
divorce and birth control. 
Lader charges that the church 
has violated its tax-exempt 
status by engaging in political 
campaigns on the issue of abor¬ 
tion. Religious, charitable and 
educational organizations re¬ 
ceive tax-exempt status from 
the IRS under the provision 
that they “do not devote more 
than an insubstantial part of 
their activities to attempting to 
influence legislation by propa¬ 
ganda or otherwise, or directly 
or indirectly participate or inter¬ 
vene in . . . any political cam¬ 
paign on behalf of or in opposi¬ 
tion to any candidate for public 
office.” Not only is the Moral 
Majority in for a surprise — the 
Pope might have to pawn his 
jewelry collection to pay for the 
legal costs.

David Scott, who has 
emerged as a leading Gay 
spokesman over the past three 
years, has his eyes set on being 
the second Gay Supervisor and 
to poll a higher tally than in¬ 
cumbent Harry Britt — is an 
unvoiced ambition. 

Scott, who has city-wide 
name recognition after last fall’s 
mayoral race, has been criss¬ 
crossing San Francisco once 
again. He has found people fed 
up with government — federal, 
state, and local. “People are 
ready to be told the truth,” he 
says, “they are not interested in 
theoretics about government 
reform. They want to know 
how taxes can remain stable 
with a 20% inflation. They 
know it’s either raise taxes or 
reduce services.” 

On the other hand, Scott 
finds a high degree of excite¬ 
ment over the prospect of two 
Gay Supervisors. “People have 
come to believe it impossible to 
elect Gays city-wide,” he says;

Scott has a broader appeal 
than other Gay candidates; he 
mixes well with both liberal 
Democrats and conservative 
Republicans. Even his recent 
snub by the progressives in 
their fervor to shore up their 
candidates has not dampened 
his ebullience. 

Scott — unlike most candi¬ 
dates — prefers to drive himself 
from appearance to appear¬ 
ance. He feels he knows the 
city better and knows the short 
cuts; his drivers end up as 
passengers. Scott stole the 
march on several other hope¬ 
fuls this year. One out of every 
three buses is carrying a Scott 
campaign sign on the back in 
bright day-glo lettering. 

Scott has received endorse¬ 
ments from most of the Gay 
clubs and all of the local Gay 
press. 


Wadsworth Rejected 
by S.F. Veterans 
Political Council 


Kevin Wadsworth, candidate 
for Supervisor and a Disabled 
American Veteran (Marine 
Corps), was denied the en¬ 
dorsement of the San 

dorsement of the San Francis¬ 
co Veterans Political Council 
— of which Wadsworth is a 
member. Opposition to Wads¬ 
worth’s endorsement was led 
by right-wing perennial Con¬ 
gressional candidate Tom 
Spinoza, chair of the Council, 
who interrupted Wadsworth’s 
presentation before the Coun¬ 
cil (Sept. 26) — threatening to 
eject Wadsworth from the 
meeting — saying the Council 
“did not need his kind.” 

Spinoza, a member of the 
Republican County Central 
Committee, is also spearhead¬ 
ing a drive to withdraw the 
Committee’s charter of Con¬ 
cerned Republicans for Indi¬ 
vidual Rights, a predominantly 


Gay organization for which 
Wadsworth serves as Presi¬ 
dent. 

Said Wadsworth upon hear¬ 
ing of the vote, “Of course I am 
disappointed. But I truly appre¬ 
ciate receiving 7 of the total 15 
votes cast and I thank those 
courageous seven veterans. 
And I do not blame the Repub¬ 
lican Party. There are bigots in 
both major parties. I resent 
very deeply being attacked due 
to my being homosexual. I am 
running for office not as a Gay 
candidate, but as a qualified 
citizen of the city. And I will not 
allow the Tom Spinozas of the 
world to reintroduce hate and 
bigoted attitudes into the poli¬ 
tics of San Francisco. I am 
committed to having he and his 
kind eventually removed from 
positions of authority within the 
Republican Party and else¬ 
where.” 


Congressional candidate 
Dennis McQuaid, candidate for 
Congress from the Fifth Con¬ 
gressional District, today 
charged incumbent Congress¬ 
man John Burton with the use 
of “gross language, unprofes¬ 
sional attitude and a lack of 
sensitivity and understanding 
for men and women who hap¬ 
pen to be Gay and Lesbians.” 

McQuaid levied these 
charges at the incumbent in 
light of a recent incident where 
the incumbent and the chal¬ 
lenger met face-to-face. 

McQuaid explains, “I was 
utterly shocked and appalled at 
a recent debate in Marin Coun¬ 
ty when the question was 
asked of John, ‘What do you 
think of Lesbians and Gay men 
serving in the military?’ ” As 
McQuaid recalls, “John’s re¬ 
sponse was answered with a 
joke — ‘Well, you all 
remember the story about be¬ 
ing in the navy and told never 
to bend over for a bar of soap 
when you’re in the shower, 
don’t you?’ ” 

McQuaid last week reaffirm¬ 
ed his strong support for hu¬ 
man rights, citing a paragraph 
from his position paper, rela¬ 
tive to Gay men and Lesbians, 
McQuaid stated, “I think it is 
imperative in light of the 
incumbent’s attitude, that I re¬ 
affirm my belief that the time 
has come for Gay men and 
Lesbians to expect equal hous¬ 
ing, the right to teach, the right 
to love whom they choose, the 
right to serve in this country’s 
armed forces ... in short, the 
same rights as other citizens 
have to freedom under the 
Constitution.”

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S.F. Labor Council 
Endorsements

The San Francisco Labor 
Council voted last Tuesday to 
endorse Proposition N, the 
measure on the November bal¬ 
lot that would restore district 
election of Supervisors and at 
the same time voted to endorse 
three candidates who are non¬ 
incumbents in the city-wide 
race for the Board in the No¬ 
vember 4 election. Asking vot¬ 
ers to elect the three challeng¬ 


ers — namely, Stan Smith, a 
leader in the Building Trades 
union; Mission District commu¬ 
nity activist Luisa Ezquerro; 
and - attorney Terence Hallinan, 
a perennial candidate — and 
then at the same time asking 
voters to approve Proposition 
N, which would, in effect, 
assure that the three aforemen¬ 
tioned endorsed candidates 
never took office, is an obvious 


example of the confusion cre¬ 
ated by this November’s ballot. 

Labor Council Secretary 
John Crowley told reporters 
that the Council, like many 
other organizations that have 
long favored district election of 
Supervisors, now feels it has no 
choice but to make endorse¬ 
ments in case voters sustain the 
city-wide vote plan adopted 
narrowly in a special election 
last month. Crowley said that a 
majority of the Council mem¬ 
bers obviously favor some of 
the challengers like Smith and 
Ezquerro to some of those now 
sitting on the Board. In addi¬ 
tion to challengers Smith, Ez¬ 


querro and Hallinan, the Labor 
Council endorsed incumbents 
Harry Britt, John Molinari, 
Don Horanzy, Ella Hill Hutch, 
Louise Renne, Doris Ward, 
and Nancy Walker. The Labor 
Council did, of course, strongly 
urge a YES vote on the contro¬ 
versial Proposition N. 

In the city-wide race for the 
four seats on the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, the Council voted to 
endorse incumbent Ben Tom 
and three challengers — Mar- 
gel Kaufman, Libby Denebeim 
and Tony Ubalde. For Com¬ 
munity College Board the 
Council endorsed for the four 
seats incumbent Booker T. 
Anderson and challengers Dr. 
Tim Wolfred, Sal Rosselli, and 
Julie Tang. 

In addition to urging a YES 
vote on Proposition N, the 
Council supported YES votes 
on Proposition A, a wholesale 
revision of the City Charter; 
Proposition D, which would 
provide health insurance cov¬ 
erage for temporary city em¬ 
ployees; Proposition H, the ini¬ 
tiative that would require the 
reopening of firehouses closed 
due to budget cutbacks; and 
Proposition M, a policy state¬ 
ment calling for higher taxation 
of corporations. No positions 
were taken on other measures 
or candidates. ■

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NGTF Files Lawsuit 
to Protect Gay Teachers 

Litigation Has National Implications 


Oklahoma City, OK 

The National Gay Task Force 
filed a lawsuit last week in 
Oklahoma City Federal District 
Court challenging the constitu¬ 
tionality of a 1978 Oklahoma 
law that prohibits the employ¬ 
ment of homosexuals or any 
person who advocates Gay 
rights by Oklahoma school sys¬ 
tems. Knows as the “Helms 
Bill,” the law is similar to a 
state-wide initiative in Califor¬ 
nia (the Briggs Initiative, or 
Proposition 6) that was soundly 
defeated by California voters 
the same year. 

“The Helms Bill is a patently 
discriminatory piece of legisla¬ 
tion that singles out Lesbians 
and Gay men and any school 
employee associating with us 
for harassment and abuse,” 
commented NGTF Co-Director 
Lucia Valeska at a news con¬ 
ference in Oklahoma City. “It is 
an attack on every school em¬ 
ployee’s fundamental liveli¬ 
hood, specially those who are 
Gay, and we cannot allow this 
law to remain unchallenged.” 

“The law punishes the con¬ 
stitutionally protected right to 
free speech, assembly and 
association,” noted Stephen 
Parrish, of Gay Rights Advo¬ 
cates. “It creates a severe chill¬ 
ing effect that inhibits teachers 
and other employees from par¬ 


ticipating in organizations or 
political campaigns in which 
Gay rights is an issue. This is 
clearly a violation of Constitu¬ 
tional rights and must be struck 
down by the courts?’ 

William B. Rogers of Okla¬ 
homa City who is serving as 
local cooperating attorney for 
the action noted the national 
implications for this suit. “We 
believe that whichever side 
loses, the decision will be 
appealed. My clients are pre¬ 
pared to see this fight through 
to the U.S. Supreme Court if 
necessary. That any U.S. citi¬ 
zen is denied the right to teach 
or practice any profession or 
hold any job because of sexual 
orientation is intolerable. I do 
not believe the Supreme Court 
would sustain such an invasion 
of privacy or curtailment of free 
speech and assembly.” 

The lawsuit is a class action 
brought by NGTF on behalf of 
all affected school teachers in 
the state. Co-plaintiff is Stan 
Easter of Oklahoma City, a cre- 
dentialed and licensed teacher 
in Oklahoma. Plaintiffs are rep¬ 
resented by attorneys for Gay 
Rights Advocates, a public in¬ 
terest law firm based in San 
Francisco, and the ACLU of 
Oklahoma. The action is sup¬ 
ported by the National Gay 
Rights Project of the American 
Civil Liberties Union. 
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Gay School 
Book Goes 
National 


The controversial sex educa¬ 
tion resource manual on Lesbi¬ 
an and Gay male lifestyles and 
sexuality that is currently being 
used in the San Francisco Bay 
Area high schools and junior 
colleges will soon be marketed 
nationally.

This resource book publish¬ 
ed by Human Rights Founda¬ 
tion, Inc., a San Francisco- 
based educational organization 
whose main purpose is the 
elimination of the stereotypes 
that society has about homo¬ 
sexuality and homosexuals is 
currently being class tested by 
instructors for revisions. The 
contents of the source book in¬ 
clude discussion on such topics 
as coming out, sex role stereo¬ 
typing, legal issues and civil lib¬ 
erties, disabled Gay people, 
ethnic minority Gay men and 
Lesbians, Gay male and Lesbi¬ 
an sexuality, Lesbian mothers 
and Gay fathers, myths and 
stereotypes, and ways to inte¬ 
grate these topics into the exist¬ 
ing curriculum. 

One of the suggestions that 
the resource book states is the 
use of Lesbian and Gay male 
speakers in the classroom as re¬ 
source people on the subject of 
homosexuality. This suggestion 
is currently being used by the 
class testing instructors who are 
taking advantage of the 
Human Rights Foundation’s 
Demystifying Homosexuality 
Project which sends teams of 
one Lesbian and one Gay man 
into the classroom to speak 
about the subject of their sexu¬ 
ality and lifestyle. 

The resource book has been 
made possible by two grants 
from the Columbia Foundation 
of San Francisco which gave 
$10,000 to develop the prelim¬ 
inary edition that is currently 
being used and $16,000 to na¬ 
tionally market the class-tested 
edition. 


The Power of 
the Gay Press 

Plans are underway for a 
convention devoted to the Gay 
Press to be held in New York 
City January 9-11, 1981. The 
' convention is being coordinated 
by Joe DiSabato of Rivendell 
Marketing Company, 666 
Sixth Avenue, New York 
10010. DiSabato has indicated 
that several major newspapers 
have shown a desire to explore 
the possibility of an electronic 
wire service which would be 
the equivalent of a Gay version 
of United Press International. 

An executive from Young 
and Rubicam, one of the coun¬ 
try’s largest advertising agencies 
has agreed to appear on the 
advertising panel. Other pro¬ 
fessionals from outside the Gay 
press will be involved in panel 
discussions and symposiums 
involving editorial, advertising 
and distribution concerns. 

Among the purposes of the 
convention is the formation of 
an ongoing Gay Press Associ¬ 
ation, an open forum for dis¬ 
cussions and presentations 
aimed at upgrading the profes¬ 
sionalism of the Gay press and 
a chance for everyone involved 
in the Gay press to meet each 
other.

JUSTICE DEPT. ASKED 
TO EXPLAIN OMISSION 
OF “SEXUAL ORIENTA¬ 
TION” FROM POLICE 
BRUTALITY REGULATION 

The Department of Justice 
has been asked to explain the 
absence of “sexual orientation” 
in a regulation issued by the 
department to ban police agen¬ 
cies from inflicting physical 
abuse or summary punishment 
because of race, color, religion, 
national origin, or sex. 

In a letter to Associate Attor¬ 
ney General John H. Shene- 
field, NGTF Co-Executive Di¬ 
rectors Charles F. Brydon and 
Lucia Valeska said, “We are 
disturbed by this omission in 
light of the history of adverse 
police-gay community relations 
in too many communities 
throughout the country. In 
1978, then NGTF Co-Director 
Jean O’Leary testified before 
the U.S. Civil Rights Commis¬ 
sion on this problem. More re¬ 
cently our staff has been in 
touch with the Department’s 
Task Force on Police Use of 
Deadly Force and the Civil 
Rights Division, the latter con¬ 
cerning specific incidents of 
police brutality in Houston, 
Oklahoma City, and most re¬ 
cently Sarasota, Florida. 
Therefore, we are troubled by 
this omission.” 

Mr. Shenefield is asked to in¬ 
vestigate the reason for the 
omission and to promptly take 
steps to correct the regulation. 

REPORT POLICE 
BRUTALITY TO FBI 

NGTF is asking every Gay 
person who is a victim of police 
brutality to report the incident 
to the local office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and to 
NGTF (call or write Mr. Tom 
Burrows, NGTF, 80 Fifth Ave¬ 
nue, New York, NY 10011; 
212/741-5800). NGTF will 
monitor reported cases of 
police brutality through the 
Civil Rights Division of the Jus¬ 
tice Department to see that the 
complaint receives the atten¬ 
tion it deserves throughout the 
investigative process. “We 
know that complaints are the 
key element in our effort to 
focus federal attention on 
police abuse of gay people,” 
commented NGTF’s Tom Bur¬ 
rows. “So far both the FBI and 
Justice Department have been 
very cooperative and we urge 
gay people who have a legiti¬ 
mate complaint to act. It is in 
their interest and for the bene¬ 
fit of all of us.” 

Seattle Politicking

Senator Paul Tsongas (D- 
Mass ), main sponsor of the 
Senate version of the federal 
Lesbian and Gay rights bill, met 
with The Dorian Group and 
other representatives of the 
Gay/Lesbian community on 
Friday, Oct. 17, at Sebastian’s 
Restaurant in Seattle. 

Senator Tsongas met with 
local Gay community leaders 
during his visit to Seattle on be¬ 
half of various Democratic 
Party candidates.

Drama Shines

A comedy about death and a 
drama about old friendships 
provide an evening of Gay 
contrasts from the Earnest 
Players. DEATH IN BLOOM 
by Ron Tierney is about a dead 
Gay man whose spirit refuses 
to leave his body until he has 
finished his earthly business. A 
NIGHT IN THE BLUE MOON 
concerns the reunion of two 
high school lovers whose lives 
have taken different paths in 
the twenty-year interim. 

The comedy comes first, and 
Mr. Tierney has written some 
funny lines around a rather thin 
plot. We learn nothing new 
about a Gay man’s relationship 
with ex and current lover or 
with his mother from this play, 
but the overdrawn characters 
are frequently amusing. 

The meat of the evening is A 
NIGHT IN THE BLUE MOON 
by C.D. Arnold. Returning to 
Piscataway, New Jersey, for 
his twenty-year high school re¬ 
union, San Francisco-based 
Pablo tries to rekindle his rela¬ 
tionship with Arthur, a fellow 
student with whom Pablo had 
had an affair and for whom he 
still carries a torch. Pablo is 
very Gay; Arthur chose, in¬ 
stead, a straight life complete 
with wife, kids, and a good job 
to pay off his mortgage. In a

with the noise of the reunion 
party in the distance, Pablo and 
Arthur try to sort out their feel¬ 
ings for each other as they were 
then, as they are now, and as 
they have been over the twenty 
years they’ve been apart. 

Author Arnold has done a 
particularly effective job draw¬ 
ing the straight man. He is a 
complex character, who, after 
twenty years, is still not sure of 
his sexual preference but 
knows he has made a choice 
and must stick with it. J. E. 
Freeman’s performance is per¬ 
fection right down to his strik¬ 
ingly accurate New Jersey 
accent. 

The playwright didn’t fare as 
well with Pablo, who appears a 
bit too stereotypically Gay. For¬ 
tunately, Charlie Hufford man¬ 
ages to control his performance 
enough to keep Pablo from 
seeming too hysterical. 

The overall result is a touch¬ 
ing play that held me and made 
this evening with the Earnest 
Players worthwhile.

PINK NOON

In the land of San Francisco, 
musicals hardly keep from hap¬ 
pening. Somewhere over the 
rainbow the rain turns to fog in 
Spain. We live in the back, 
back lot of MGM. We have left 
the closets only to make the 
city our dressing room. One 
would like to be a part of every 
show; to be a star or a support¬ 
ing role in each theatrical event 
in each Victorian unit. Hallow¬ 
een happens daily, though it’s 
just around the corner. And the 
theater is alive inside, outside, 
on the stage and off. 

That is why going to see 
PINK MOON is like going back 
to your flat because you left 
your ruby slippers under the 
bed. When you open the door, 
someone will be performing. 

In this show, Eliot, a writer in 
his early 40’s, and Candy, an 
unemployed space case, are 
trying to decide to do some¬ 
thing new and different, which 
is to be heterosexual. He has a 
two-way oil painting on the 


wall and reverses the nude por¬ 
trait depending on who knocks 
on the door. She casts a 
myopic eye out the window 
and dubs the panorama of the 
city by night — “fairyland.” 

He sings a song about 
“When It All Began,” and dis¬ 
courages her advances by 
admitting that he was born 
“thirty years before Styro¬ 
foam.” She calls “rape” out the 
window, hoping to attract at¬ 
tention — his attention. She’s 
on a “reality trip” and asks him 
if he is “hardcore Gay.” 

It appears that only sex 
keeps these people alive. And 
then there is indecision. Who 
should sleep with whom and 
when? 

Erik is an airline clerk, mid 
20’s, effectively pinned “super¬ 
trick.” Indeed, he is a butterfly 
that' both Eliot and Candy 
would like to collect and mount 
in their respective bedrooms. 
When the shower runs, it is

anyone’s guess who’s taking it. 

“I like you and I’m horny” is 
the phrase that gets you invited 
to private parties. Erik arrives 
with a crushed Valentine’s box 
for Candy, but Eliot gets it in¬ 
stead. Each sing that they 
would like to “Grab Some¬ 
one,” if not to touch at least to 
“talk to me.” 

Eliot has to admit to Candy 
that “if God had wanted me to 
like women, She would have 
made me a Lesbian.” 

There is also the obligatory 
queen, a hairdresser, mid 30’s, 
called Lamar. He acknowl¬ 
edges that Erik is “too beauti¬ 
fully butch to live,” and invites 
him over for a “sodomy souf¬ 
fle.” He sings “I Want to Get 
Married,” but his favorite ex¬ 
pression is “quiche and fondue 
me!” 

PINK MOON is spun sugar 
— a musical of just desserts. 
The script by Frank Crow is sit¬ 
com cozy, and meant to enter¬ 
tain. It succeeds and makes sin- 
city seem innocent. Rita 
Abrams has written affectionate 
music and lyrics, allowing the 
singers to communicate rather 
than sing songs. Her lyrics 
are not contrived and plastic 
but come easily and are genu¬ 
ine. One is reminded of the di¬ 
rectness and honesty of Carol 
King. There is just enough real¬ 
ity and truth to give substance 
to the situation comedy. 

The performers are attractive 
and know what comedy is all 
about. Phran Gauci plays 
Candy like Bette Midler playing 
Judy Holliday — gentle brass. 
John McDill is the writer who 
has lived enough to know how 
to be realistic and that “fantasy 
is no way to survive.” Robert 
Moorhead is smooth singing 
and looking — a good catch. 
Hugh Leppo does not scream 
or simper as the queen. He 
mostly holds a tidy and grace¬ 
ful court. 

John Antonelli directs his 
performers to play out front. 
This presentational style helps 
the characters confide and con¬ 
fess to the audience. It warms 
them up, and we like them.

WINTERPLAY 

at the Magic Theatre 

Gay Theme Explored in Hyperreal Comedy 

by Mark Topkin 


The Magic Theatre’s WINTERPLAY, A MENAGE A TROIS — almost. 


Hyperrealism is a new the¬ 
atre style which limits the audi¬ 
ence’s emotional involvement 
with the characters onstage, 
thus increasing perception of 
their inter-relationships. These 
relationships are especially 


interesting to watch in WIN¬ 
TERPLAY since they unfold 
on a Christmas day when Jon¬ 
athan brings his lover, Michael, 
to Christmas dinner with his 
family. The style works glori¬ 
ously, and rather than getting 


mad at each parental faux pas 
or indignant over a former girl¬ 
friend’s jealous pouting, we are 
able to use this less emotional 
perspective to reach a richer 
understanding of the charac¬ 
ters’ behaviors and interactions. 

In a sense, everything in 
WINTERPLAY seems larger 
than life. Actually what play¬ 
wright Adele Edling Shank has 
aimed for is a play that is as 
large as life, believing that 
there is more meaning in reality 
than we stop to look at. Ms. 
Shank has plopped us down in 
the midst of a Northern Califor¬ 
nia suburban home and says, 
“Watch!” There is no need to 
search beneath the words and 
actions for latent meaning or 
symbolism; everything we 
need or want to know about 
the characters is right there on 
the surface. The clarity is crys¬ 
talline, and we leave the the¬ 
ater feeling informed and re¬ 
freshed rather than emotionally 
wrought. 

The ensemble acting over 
John Ammirati’s sprawling set 
is beautifully orchestrated by 
the playwright’s husband, di¬ 
rector Theodore Shank. Con¬ 
versations rise and fall and 
people move about focusing 
our attention on the next im¬ 
portant interaction. The entire 
cast is good, and Francine 
Lembi as Jonathan’s ex-girl¬ 
friend, Jenny, is particularly 
sharp in her detail of character. 

Adele Edling Shank’s SUN¬ 
SET/SUNRISE was a winner 
of the 1979 Great American 
Play Contest, a nationally 
prominent competition. The 
action of WINTERPLAY pre¬ 
cedes that of SUNSET/SUN¬ 
RISE and is part of a series of 
hyperreal comedies that deal 
with different aspects of Cali¬ 
fornia suburban life.

The Stunt Man 

a winning trick 

Juggling the schedule of the 
oversized S.F. Film Festival to¬ 
gether with the openings at the 
regular theaters has made this 
film fanatic something of an in¬ 
toxicated zombie, but I have 
seen quite a few fine films, 
most of them, alas, not at the 
festival. 

Not to be missed is THE 
STUNT MAN, by Richard 
Rush. You may have heard 
about the nine-year struggle 
Rush had to get this marvelous 
comedy-drama-mystery-action 
literary caper on screen. It’s 
been three years in the can, 
and finally after being beaten 
over their collective heads, the 


executives at 20th Century Foj 
are distributing it (in S.F. at th< 
Alexandria). With winning per 
formances, a beguiling anc 
devilishly clever script, and ex 
pert direction, THE STUNT 
MAN is seen from the eyes of e 
man on the lam from the police 
(Steve Railsback) who lands up 
on a location set of a film 
directed by a seemingly craz;, 
director (Peter O’Toole). Whai 
separates this film from all the 
other behind-the-sets pictures 
is its playful overlapping oi 
reality and fantasy. You never 
are sure that a stunt is a stunl 
and not an accident. When you 
think you finally have grasped 
what’s going on, director Rush 
pulls the rug from under you 
and you have to start figuring 
out the mystery before your 
eyes. “Seeing” in THE STUNT 
MAN is not believing. Lots of 
subtle touches give the picture

Alexandria) is one of those 
small pictures that opens for a 
week or two and then quietly 
disappears with few people 
ever catching on to its lowkey 
charm. Directed by Larrv 
Peerce (One Potato/Two Po¬ 
tato, Goodbye Columbus) it’s 
the story of a compulsive liar 
who makes up stories because 
he knows they are more inter¬ 
esting than the truth. Treat 
Williams (he starred in the film 
version of “Hair”) gives a solid, 
entertaining performance as a 
man-child who loves life but is 
struggling to find his place in it. 
He meets up with a quasi¬ 
lesbian (Lisa Eichhorn) in his 
search for a long-lost-by- 
bureaucratic-mistake mother of 
a child he has rescued from the 
welfare rolls. As with any 
Peerce film, there are non¬ 
verbal messages about societal 
hypocrisy and brilliant focusing 
on human quirks. The script 
and pacing for the first three- 
quarters of the film are breath¬ 
less and on target, but the end¬ 
ing gets too pat and mushy. It’s 
a worthwhile picture, though, 
and high on entertainment 
value. See it before it dis¬

Highlights and Let Downs at the S.F. Film Festival 

by Michael Lasky 


Admittedly the S.F. Film 
Festival was experimental this 
year with its excess booking of 
films. Now that the experiment 
has been concluded, the results 
suggest that the traditional festi¬ 
val with less films of better 
quality, preselected and screen¬ 
ed by a committee, is the best 
approach. 

This year we got quantity 
over quality. Of the some 40 
plus films, only a handful were 
standouts worth the time and 
trouble of viewing in the some¬ 
what rigid confines of festival 
scheduling. Because of space 
limitations, I will pass up com¬ 
ment or judgement on some of 
the dogs camouflaged as festi¬ 
val entries and point out the 
winners whose inherent quali¬ 
ties will most likely result in 
commercial bookings soon or 
in the future. 

KAGEMUSHA (THE SHA¬ 
DOW WARRIOR) is now open 
at the Clay Theatre where I 
urge you to go. Japanese 
director Akira Kurosawa has 


weaved a breathtaking tapestry 
of 16th century feudal warlords 
in a film of epic grace and 
grandeur. His style is so mas¬ 
terly and his storytelling skill so 
adroit that even westerners 
who might not be interested in 
the occasionally confusing 
story are sucked into his narra¬ 
tive web. The film is the tale of 
a minor thief who is saved from 
crucifixion by Lord Shingen 
Takeda to whom he bears an 
uncanny resemblance. He is 
trained as the master’s double 
on the battlefield when the lord 
is wounded or indisposed. The 
lord dies and wills that his Sha¬ 
dow make it appear that he 
really is alive for three more 
years. The remarkable acting of 
Tatsuyz Nakadai as the Lord 
and Kagemusha keeps us total¬ 
ly entranced even though we 
do not understand the lan¬ 
guage he speaks. The shim¬ 
mering, classically framed pho¬ 
tography of Takao Saito and 
Masaharu Ueda together with 
the surprisingly lyrical western 
musical score by Shinichiro 
Ikebe transforms this two-hour

forty-minute masterpiece into 
one of the renowned director’s 
best films, a thoroughly access¬ 
ible and totally riveting drama 
that stays with one long after it 
ends. 

If Kurosawa can compose 
film, veteran new wave director 
Jean-Luc Godard seemingly 
cannot. His EVERY MAN FOR 
HIMSELF (at the Bridge) is art 
without consequence or rhyme 
or reason. The credits an¬ 
nounce that it is a film “com¬ 
posed” by Godard: it certainly 
wasn’t directed! Apparently 
some of the purist critics find 
this work imaginative. Maybe I 
was missing something — 
some deep meaning or even 
superficial ones — but I was 
totally confused and bored with 
EVERY MAN FOR HIMSELF. 
Believing at least in what the 
title suggests, I walked out after 
the first hour. I wish I could ex¬ 
plain why but after an hour of 
unrelated fragments of film, no 
story development, and a 
series of repetitive slow motion 
and stop frame shots of a girl 
on a bicycle, I had an urge for 
something more lively — like a 
melted It’s It! 

MASOCH was a film by 
Franco Broci Taviani. With the 
look of a semi-documentary 
and a bold camera that peers 
unashamedly at the alleged life 
of the man who gave his name 
to sado-masochism, it is an 
often fascinating and stimulat¬ 
ing character study of a man 
obsessed with pain and manip¬ 
ulation. If any film makes it 
clear that the slave is the con¬ 
troller, MASOCH is it. Basically 
a two-character study, Taviani 
- uses his two stars with unflinch¬ 
ing control. Paolo Malco as 
Masoch captures the spirit of 
the man, alternatincjly vulner¬ 
able and manipulative. Fran¬ 
cesca De Sapio, as the at-first 
unwilling mistress and then 
eager to please flagellator,

never having to say you’re 
sorry. 

CONFIDENCE, the Hun¬ 
garian film by Istvan Szabo, is a 
leisurely paced story about a 
man and woman thrown to¬ 
gether unwillingly (away from 
each’s respective spouses) who 
wind up falling in love with 
each other during WWII only 
to be separated at the end of 
the war. Sensitively acted by 
Ildiko Bansagi and Peter Ando- 
rai, CONFIDENCE is a curious 
movie in that the director 
spreads out the narrative for 
close to two grim hours and 
then ends the film in practically 
mid-reel because — he admits 
— he didn’t know how to end 
it. That’s show biz! (At the Surf) 

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF 
ROSIE THE RIVETER along 
with Lee Grant’s WILLMAR 
EIGHT are two one-hour 
documentaries that individually 
tackle the subject of the treat¬ 
ment of women in the U.S. 
ROSIE interweaves old 
MARCH OF TIME newsreels 
and propaganda films from 
World War II that show how 
the government got women 
into industrial factories and 
then just as quickly sent them 
back to baby and casserole 
making once the war was over. 
With contemporary interviews 
of former women riveters (and 
the like), Connie Field has di¬ 
rected and produced a thor¬ 
oughly engrossing document 
that is at once entertaining and 
informative and a most con¬ 
vincing example of how wo¬ 
men got/get stepped on in a 
male-dominated society. THE 
WILLMAR EIGHT focuses on 
the events in a small Minnesota 
town where eight women 
struck a bank with unfair labor 
practices. The first strike of its 
kind in that state, it became a 
cause celebre that evoked na¬ 
tional attention if not a happy 
ending for the women. It is to 
the filmmaker’s credit that we 
get totally involved in the frus- 
tratingly unfair events and feel 
just as slighted as the Willmar 
Eight within 55 minutes — 
even though their labor 
struggle took a costly two 
years. 

Francois Truffaut’s engaging 
LA DERNIER METRO closed

the 24th San Francisco Film 
Festival on an auspicious note. 
His two-hour comedy-drama 
revolves around a gentile the¬ 
ater owner (Catherine De¬ 
neuve) who has taken over the 
successful operations from her 
Jewish husband-entrepreneur 
who has apparently escaped 
from 1942 Nazi occupied Paris. 
Imbued with a distance and 
mystery, she stays aloof from 
the rest of the cast of the com¬ 
pany’s newest production of 
which she stars. Each.person in 
the company has something to 
hide which is reflecting in their 
everyday behavior. Although 
the entire atmosphere estab¬ 
lished by cinematographer 
Nestor Almendros is a stage-lit 
bright one, there is always that 
unforgettable underlying 

specter of fear and paranoia 
from the omnipresent yet sur¬ 
reptitious Germans. 

Slowly, Truffaut lets the 


audience in on everybody’s 
secrets. Why set and costume 
designer Arlette (Andrea Fer- 
reol) is so hostile to the playful 
Bernard Granger (Gerard De¬ 
pardieu) an actor with a quick 
hand and mouth when near 
women. Why Granger meets a 
mysterious man at a nearby 
cafe after rehearsals. Why De¬ 
neuve drops out of sight when 
the theater closes each night. 
Why a pro-Nazi critic (Jean- 
Louis Richard) keeps needling 
Deneuve. 

Truffaut plays with us, occa¬ 
sionally pulling fast ones like 
leading us to believe a scene is 
reality and then taking the cam¬ 
era back to reveal it is just part 
of a stage play. Or is it? Only a 
worthwhile ride on “The Last 
Metro” will give you the 
answers. ■

Ernesto

Anyone looking for sex at 
the Film Festival’s showing of 
ERNESTO at the Castro The¬ 
ater on Saturday night must 
have been disappointed. Ad¬ 
vertised as “controversial” with 
“explicit sex scenes,” it turned 
out to be all but suitable for 
prime time television. The 
opening scene of Ernesto’s feet 
was virtually the only below- 
the-waist shot in the entire 
movie, and this must have 
been disappointing to advo¬ 
cates of waist-high culture! 

ERNESTO, directed by Sal¬ 
vatore Semperi, is the story of 
a 17-year old spoiled Jewish 
boy in 1920’s Italy whose arro¬ 
gant contempt for his family’s 
bourgeois values finds expres¬ 
sion in a variety of exploitative 
ways. Beginning his excursion 
into decadence, he embarks on 
a sexual relationship with one 
of his uncle’s laborers, a kind 
but somehow unlikely Gay 
worker. In this he finds a taste 
for the power he despises in his 
own family and goes on to 
cruelly exploit him before aban¬ 
doning him in search of other 
Bohemian pursuits. At a con¬ 
cert he cruises a young boy and 
becomes involved with his fam-

ily under the pretence of teach¬ 
ing the boy to play the violin. 
Finding himself pursued by the 
boy’s twin sister, he amuses 
himself with them and this both 
satifies his narcissistic playful¬ 
ness and gives him a means of 
spiting society. 

Like many recent Italian 
movies, ERNESTO attempts 
some kind of realism but even¬ 
tually slips into romanticism. 
The scene where the laborer 
watches the twins’ sexual inter¬ 
est in Ernesto from behind a 


bush is pure Verdian melo¬ 
drama, despite its sweetness 
and purity. Unlike much con¬ 
temporary Italian cinema, how¬ 
ever, there is little political meat 
other than the obvious irony of 
the exploiters and exploited, 
inherent in the boy’s pseudo- 
Socialism. Neither does it have 
much to say about sex. What it 
is is a lyrical and often beautiful 
fable, with fine performances 
(Michel Placido, Martin Haln) 
but fails to make any significant 
point.

LUST IN A 
KRAKATOA CANOE 

The New York City Opera’s 
surprise hit of the season was a 
new production of Bizet’s LES 
PECHEURS DE PERLES. I 
was astounded to see long lines 
waiting for cancellations but the 
reasons soon became obvious. 
First of all, with the Met closed 
down by labor problems, the 
City Opera is the only game in 
town. Musicians are sadly dem¬ 
onstrating in Richard Tucker 
Park opposite Lincoln Center. 
The prizewinning picket sign 
reads IGNORANCE IS BLISS 
(in reference to the Met’s head 
administrative honcho). 

The second reason is that 
since taking over the New York 
City Opera, Beverly Sills has 
(as predicted) done her best to 
clean up the quality of perform¬ 
ances in every department. 
Calvin Simmons led a perform¬ 
ance which was generous in its 
warmth and gave the singers 
strong support. Sills apparently 
has a good eye for beefcake, 
too. She loaded the stage with 
some well-muscled bare¬ 
chested pearl fishers who could 
pry open my shell any day! 
Whether Beverly sent the en¬ 
tire chorus to the gym to mere¬ 
ly relegated the dowdy ones to 
the inside of the temple, I do 
not know. But if anything, the 
City Opera is looking a hell of a 
lot better these days! 

It ain’t sounding so bad, 
either. PEARL FISHERS is one 
of the dumbest operas in the 
repertoire. It strains credibility 
no end. Working with sets and 
costumes borrowed from the 
Miami Opera, Sills cast solid 
talents in her leading roles.

Barry McCauley (a tormer ban 
Francisco Affiliate Artist) 
scored strongly as Nadir. 
McCauley is a tall, handsome 
tenor who leaps over blockades 
and temple walls with the ease 
and grace of Tarzan. His voice 
has grown and his style im¬ 
proved tremendously. As 
Zurga (the head of the fishing 
expedition) Dominic Cossa was 
more than adequate. His duet 
with McCauley was as natural 
and effortless as one could 
wish. 

Diana Soviero (clad ift halter 
top and bumper belt bloomers) 
was the priestess Leila. This 
tiny soprano continues to im¬ 
press audiences with her in¬ 
tense character involvement 
and smooth, full-voiced 
singing. 

PEARL HARBOR 
RELIVED 

The most god-awful provin¬ 
cial operatic performance I 
have ever seen took place on 
opening night of San Francis¬ 
co’s production of LA TRAVI¬ 
ATA this fall. It didn’t help that 
the evening was being broad¬ 
cast nationally, either. The 
show was a disaster to rank 
with Three Mile Island — a 
tasteless evening determined 
not only to gauge how far the 
audience could be stretched 
beyond its limits, but destined 
to go down in history as a brutal 
test of one’s gag reflex. I’m not 
sure how to repay director 
Jacques Karpo for his contribu¬ 
tion. Tar and feathers seem 
such standard fare. Perhaps 
evisceration on the rack might 
do! 

There was a great deal of 
attention paid to people taking 
off their coats on time. Awful, 
vulgar strokes were added to 
an otherwise ordinary produc¬ 
tion. Karpo seemed intent on 
shocking the audience into sub¬ 
mission. His tricks backfired. 
The result was the most boring 


stage picture I’ve seen in years, 
crippled by a performance of 
excruciating musical medi¬ 
ocrity. Technical failures galore 
took place that night backstage. 
Everything that could possibly 
go wrong did — and then 
some! Conductor Antonio de 
Almeida, unable to keep things 
under control, later remarked 
that it was the strangest per¬ 
formance he had ever led. At 
one point, looking up at the 
debris from his podium, Al¬ 
meida almost wished he could 
leave at intermission and go 
home. 

Some explanations are in 
order. Valerie Masterson and 
Beniamino Prior were appar¬ 
ently both victims of pre¬ 
performance jitters. Although 
reports from rehearsals had 
been excellent, opening night 
nerves brought on a state 
of near-panic and fearful loss of 
pitch. Sona Cervena’s Flora 
was a wonderful characteriza¬ 
tion, hideously sung. 

A feeble attempt at some 
beefcake in the third act party 
scene might become useful if 
videotaped and shown as a 
commercial for Foremost Dain 
ies’ chocolate milk. But if the 
San Francisco Opera wants 
some muscle sleaze, they 
should at least have the cour¬ 
age of their own convictions 
and not chicken out in mid¬ 
stream. Hell’s belhs — get the 
boy whose picture appears in 
ads for the Bulldog Baths and 
go all the way! The poor, aspir¬ 
ing bodybuilder they settled for 
was a total embarrassment. 
The most telling comment on 
the proceedings came from a 
butler in the cast. After Mr. 
Muscle had been helped down 
from his stand by one of the 
better gowned women, the but¬ 
ler walked over and placed a 
potted palm atop the spot 
where the bodybuilder’s feet 
had been implanted. He then

gingerly brushed his gloves free 
of dust and walked offstage. 

The best singing of the eve¬ 


ning came from Kevin Langan 
as Dr. Grenvil, and Susan 
Quittmeyer and Annina. Were 
I not such a lady I would have 


booed until the cows came 
home. 

MEANWHILE, BACK 
IN SCARSDALE 

Everything which eluded 
Karpo in terms of musical and 
dramatic insight was neatly 
captured in a play 1 recently 
saw in New York. A COUPLA 
WHITE CHICKS SITTING 
AROUND TALKING is a two- 
character tone poem involving 
an uptight WASP housewife 
living in Westchester and the 
pushy Texan broad who moves 
in next door. It is a riotously 
funny evening, which depicts 
two women trying to find a way 
out of unhappy, boring mar¬ 
riages. Maude Mix’s initial 
loathing for Hannah Mae Bind¬ 
ler makes the situation even 
more hysterical. As directed by 
Dorothy Lyman (who also 
played Maude Mix, the uptight 
WASP) the evening glows with 
finesse and understanding that 
is indeed rare. Louise Lasser is 
due to step into the cast and a 
production of John Ford Noo¬ 
nan’s play will probably soon 
tour. It is a gem of an evening 
— one I urge you all to see. 
Share in the heartbreak, the 
compulsiveness, the seething 
frustration and penultimate 
chaos which explodes ,in poor 
Maude’s kitchen and you’ll 
have a wonderful time. ■

Playwright Brian Clark tack¬ 
les an issue of grave importance 
in his play WHOSE LIFE IS IT 
ANYWAY? It is the question of 
who has the final word over an 
individual’s own body, a ques¬ 
tion that goes beyond the di¬ 
lemma of Ken Harrison who, 
paralyzed from the neck down 
from an auto accident, chooses 
to die rather than be kept alive 
through medical technology. It 
is an issue that is at question in 
abortion, euthanasia and other 
situations where one person (or 
state) seeks control over the 
physical being of another. 

Witnessing a rational man 
make a rational choice regard¬ 
ing his own being and have that 
choice thwarted by another 
man who has different plans for 
that being affected me deeply. 
In a society where so much of 
an individual’s day-to-day 
autonomy has been eclipsed by 
a larger force (government, 
family, any authority), to see a 
person’s last refuge, his own 
body, fall out of his control 
angered me tremendously. 

Clark’s play handles the 
issue with humor and sensitiv¬ 
ity. The arguments of Harrison 
on one side and his doctor on 
the other are clearly and clean¬ 
ly drawn. In addition, the play¬ 
wright is brave enough not to 
let the question hang. Follow¬ 
ing a bedside trial, Harrison’s 


fate is definitively decided. 

Unfortunately, the current 
production of WHOSE LIFE IS 
IT ANYWAY? at the Curran 
lacks the electricity to take the 
play beyond an exercise in 
polemics and into a vivid the¬ 
atrical experience. It is all too 
rigid, too cut and dry, too plan¬ 
ned and mannered. Part of the 
fault lies in Laurence Luckin- 
bill’s performance as Ken Har¬ 
rison. Limited only to facial ex¬ 
pression and vocal flexibility to 
give depth to the character, 
Luckinbill doesn’t seem to have 
the range of emotions the play 
requires. Too much of his de¬ 
livery sounds the same. Per¬ 
haps it is the fault of the director 
who may have requested 
underplaying to keep the show 
from turning into a sobfest, for 
the rest of the cast seemed 
equally reserved. Only Brooks 
Rogers as Harrison’s doctor/ 
opponent managed to ruffle 
me emotionally. 

WHOSE LIFE IS IT ANY¬ 
WAY? runs through mid- 
November with the lead role 
played by Lucie Arnaz for the 
second half of the run. The 
writing is the star here, how¬ 
ever, not the production, and 
so a $10 to $20 investment in a 
ticket might be questioned 
when a couple of bucks would 
be enough to buy a copy of the 
play. ■

LLOYD’S OF SAN FRANCISCO. 391 Broadway (corner, 
Montgomery).

The Venus of Greek mythology was said to have “sprung 
full-blown from the head of Zeus.'' Lloyd’s of San Francisco 
is such a prodigy of instantaneous but perfect creation. It 
had been open only three weeks when I visited, but it was as 
flawless and fully realized as a restaurant decades old — that 
seamless ease of operation and tacit assumption of 
distinctive and lofty „ culinary standards that normally 
bespeak a long tradition. 

Actually. Lloyd's has been 15 years in the making — the 
time owner Lloyd Williams spent in the corporate food 
industry dreaming of having his own place. Williams is a 
long-time resident of Atherton who looks like a banker, and 
in every way the place shows his taste, intelligence and 
knowledgeability. Its air of old tradition is abetted by the 
remarkable staff he has assembled and by the unfaked 
historic elegance of the setting — the old Del Vecchio's, 
which needs only touches of refurbishment. The chef is 
young George Karpaty. a second-generation chef born and 
trained here. During this launching period he is assisted by 
chef Helge Ternsten of Palo Alto, on old friend of Williams. I 
had Ternsten s great cauliflower soup ($2) and his sumptuous 
walnut rum pie 1*3.50). less cloyingly sweet than pecan pie 


but denser — the serving a full quarter of the pie. 

Williams himself is on hand at most times, and the 
tuxedoed waiters are a rarity — young but fully professional 
The setting is grandiose in a kind of Sw iss or Belgian way - 
that is. haut-bourgeois, as redolent of solid comfort as a 
Silver Goud. with much copper and drapes of old-rose 
velvet. The two main dining rooms lone for non-smokers i 
seat 160. but the overall capacity Is 400. 

It's an a la carte menu, but diners are first presented, 
gratis, an assortment of eight raw vegetables (with 
mayonnaise for dipping), including broccoli and cauliflower 
and tiny green beans. This largesse obviates a salad, so we 
had the soup. With the entree there's a choice of brown rice 
or a stuffed baked potato crisped under the broiler. The 
vegetables were very al dente green beans, broccoli, zucchini 
and carrots, with a garnish of cherry tomato and orange. Mv 
friend had the fine veal Oscar ($13.75), and I had absolutelv 
perfect grilled pork chops ($9.95). thick and juicy, with a 
baked apple and little pot of fine apple butter 

Fifteen entrees are offered in a price range from $9.75 
(snapper in butter with lemon) to $16 (Chateaubriand. $30 for 
two). There’s Sauerbraten with potato pancakes at $10.25. 
ducking done with honey and almonds at $12.75. and scampi 
at $11. Six vegetarian dishes are from $7.95 (manicotti or 
tostada) to $9.50 for a curry. 

The luncheon menu offers soups from Sl.fiO. salads from 
$2. sandwiches from $4.25 and hot dishes from $4.95 (prime 
rib hash with poached egg and fruit). The weekend brunch 
includes champagne, a choice of fruit, fresh orange juice or 
chilled cucumber soup, and assorted sweet rolls and breads 
with any of 10 dishes ($5.95 to $7.95). The bar senes free hors 
d'oeuvres from 4 to 6 p.m. daily, and there's \alet parking at 
night, free except for tip. 

Last week here I deplored the sad decline of the Kit/ Old 
Foodie Dog and hoped it might lx* taken over by someone 
dedicated to restoring its eminence and style. That is 
precisely what Williams has achieved at the old Del 
Vecchio’s. Lloyd’s of San Francisco immediately joins the 
ranks of our finest restaurants.

Opening the concert with 
Gabrielli’s Sonata XX and fol¬ 
lowing with the Symphony was 
a clever juxtaposition that 
heightened the “modern” 
sound of Schuman’s work. So¬ 
nata XX is a buoyant, charm¬ 
ing piece while the Symphony 
for Strings is terse and passion¬ 
ate. Schuman’s writing is bold 
and energetic, and the orches¬ 
tra gave it a showcase perform¬ 
ance that highlighted the inher¬ 
ent beauty of the slow section. 
This music is accessible at first 
hearing and the audience re¬ 
sponded with encouraging 
warmth. 

Originally scheduled for the 
next portion of the program 
was Debussey’s “Jeaux.” It 
would have been interesting to 
hear this seldom performed 
piece. Unfortunately this was 
dropped for a rather perfunc¬ 
tory reading of Mozart’s Sin- 
fonia concertante. The change 
unbalanced the first half of the 
evening and did more to point 
out the acoustical flaws of the 
hall than the intricacies of 
Mozart’s genius. The orchestra, 
reduced in size, sounded thin 
and dry. The soloists seemed 
to be playing well but were 
sabotaged by the auditorium. 

After a timely intermission 
everything returned to high 
gear with the “Le Sacre du 
Printemps.” It has been many 
years since Stravinsky’s 
pioneer work had its scandal¬ 
ous premiere and time has 
proven The Rites of Spring to 
be a masterpiece. Towering still 
over most modern works, it 
sounds as new and revolution¬ 
ary today as it must have on 
that notorious opening night. 

Maestro De Waart’s interpre¬ 
tation seems a little cautious but 
even a restrained approach 
could do nothing to soften the 
raw vitality of this seminal com¬ 
position. A few surprising mis¬ 
takes from orchestra members 
gives me the impression that 
this is still a treatment in prog¬ 
ress. I hope that when the 
Symphony takes Stravinsky on 
the road later this year De 
Waart will allow the perform¬ 
ance to be as outrageous as the 
score itself. 

Preceding this concert was a 
repeat of Beethoven’s Fifth 
Symphony, much tightened 
since the hysteria of the open¬ 
ing Gala. There is more fervor 
now and some exquisite play¬ 
ing by the strings. I have a sus¬ 
picion that this may be due to 
my sitting in a different seat for 
the second hearing. There are 
places in Davies Hall that swal¬ 
low the strings and others 
where they sound perfect. 

Included on this program 
was the United States premiere 
of Otto Ketting’s Symphony 
No. 1. The major influence 
would seem to be from Alban 
Berg but htis is a wholly original 
work filled with mystery and a 
large amount of melody. I 
found myself envisioning foggy 
waterfronts and smoky rooms. 
The composer might take ex¬ 
ception to my romantic wan¬ 
derings, but the piece is highly 
evocative and I found it enjoy¬ 
able. The audience did not 
share my enthusiasm but they

DANCING BY CHARTS 

Larry LaRue, the new wave 
and rockabilly dj at the Stud 
claims that the latest trend is a 
move by soul artists away from 
disco, towards the kind of rapid 
fire r&b that Aretha Franklin 
stepped out with on her re¬ 
make of “Think” for the Blues 
Brothers movie. Aretha has a 
new label, Arista, and is re¬ 
united with Cissy Houston for 
her latest lp. All I’ve heard is 
the fierce torque through 
“Can’t Turn You Loose,” an 
exhilarating turn for the queen 
of soul. Ike and Tina Turner 
have been split for some time 
but they’re together again with 
a similar assault on the disco 
charts with a version of 
“Shame, Shame, Shame.” 

On the subject of new labels, 
David Geffen, who founded 
Asylum, is back in the biz — 
with Geffen Records. Donna 
Summer was lured from Casa¬ 
blanca just as she filed suit 
against her former manage¬ 
ment. Her first release, and the 
label’s, “The Wanderer,” is a 
7" preview of the album that 
has been raising eyebrows, 
with an attack that makes 
Grace Jones sound as tired as 
she is. The Geffen label has 
also signed John Lennon, with 
Yoko Ono, and Elton John. 
The Lennons’ first single is due 
next week. John and Yoko 
each take a side. The lp, 
DOUBLE FANTASY, is due in 
November. 

Meanwhile, dj Allen at the 
I-Beam has been enjoying such 
success that he is now in charge 
three nights a week, and book¬ 
ing bands as well. He has suc¬ 
ceeded Larry as head of the 
Western Association of Rock 
DJs. WARD has recently been 
joined by the L. A. Gay bar The 
Jungle, and bars in both Santa 
Cruz and Santa Barbara. Their 
list of top-rated dance tunes is 
available as part of the Rotten 
Records chart, printed by Dirk- 
sen/Miller productions and 
available at the Mabuhay and 


various record stores. 

Rough Trade Records with 
its recently opened store on 
Grant Avenue is sporting some 
interesting imports, perhaps to 
be filed under “prophets with¬ 
out glory in their own land.” 
English Polydor has finally put 
together a meaty package of 
James Brown classics ranging 
from his 1956 chart smash, 
“Please, Please, Please,” to 
“Get Up Offa That thang” in 
1976. The package goes under 
the name of 30 GOLDEN 
HITS and sells for $15. There 
is also a foreign reissue, with 
the original cover art, of 
LITTLE STEVIE WONDER 
LIVE featuring the champ at 
age 13 on seven numbers, in¬ 
cluding a 7-minute version of 
“Fingertips.” 

Fans of classic r&b will want 
to track down Charly Records’ 
reissue of some classics on 
three song EPs, including Lee 
Dorsey’s “Workin’ In A Coal 
Mine, Jerry Reed’s “Shame, 
Shame, Shame,” Robert 
Parker’s “Barefootin’ ” and 
John Lee Hooker’s “Dimples” 
b/w “Onions” and “Boom 
Boom.” The EPs sell for $2.50 
and are packaged with fine 
vintage-photo sleeves. 

Rough Trade is also featur¬ 
ing an anthology of 14 A sides 
from as many singles by as 
many groups for only $5.50. If 
you’ve been curious about the 
myriad new sounds coming 
from the fringes of the music 
scene in the UK, you could 
hardly beg for a better bargain. 
Such highly-praised newcom¬ 
ers as The Slits, Essential 
Logic, Cabaret Voltaire and 
Young Marble Giants are 
groove to groove with the be¬ 
yond avante garde collisions of 
Scriiti Politti and the eccentric 
and venerable Robert Wyatt. 
The lp is called WANNA BUY 
A BRIDGE? and the execrable 
cover art is its major flaw. 

Lest we forget about 
dancing, Brian Briggs who had 


an eccentric hit with a remake 
of Eddie Cochran’s “Nervous 
Breakdown,” aptly described 
as “techno-billy,” now has a 
debut lp out on Bearsville 
Records. It’s called BRAIN 
DAMAGE, and the good news 
is that the hit is possibly the 
worst thing on it. Briggs, aka 
John Holbrook, has worked as 
an engineer and player on lps 
by the Band, Todd Rundgren, 
Ian Hunter, and the Isley Bros. 
The expatriate Britisher brings 
a wily sense of humor and un¬ 
likely combinations — he has 
worked in a rockabilly group 
called the Falcons and also pro¬ 
duced Randy Vanwarmer of 
“Just When I Needed You 
Most” fame. Their collabora¬ 
tion on “See You On The 
Other Side” sounds like the 
Normal of “Warm Leatherette” 
fame playing with the Everly 
Bros. “Spy Vs. Spy” sounds 
like the Ventures as interpreted 
by the B-52s. The instrument¬ 
als, “AEO (Parts 1 & 2)” and 
“Lifer,” are ambient music with 
a sense of humor. There is also 
a wonderfully eccentric cover 
of “Goin’ Out of My Head.” 
This lad is not another Robin 
Scott of “Pop Muzik” note, nor 
a Buggies of “Video Killed the 
Radio Stars” one-shot clever¬ 
ness. This lp is classy, playful, 
and, on occasion, winningly 
risky. 

And I almost forgot about 
the charts — not Rotten Rec¬ 
ords but Billboard. Is it of inter¬ 
est that MICKEY MOUSE 
DISCO has been certified plati¬ 
num? Well, this week the 
CHIPMUNKS PUNK lp went 
gold. Their version of Billy 
Joel’s “You May Be Right” is 
bubbling under the top 100 at 
109. Joel could never hope for 
more appropriate treatment. 
Unfortunately, the lp shows 
that Simon, Theodore and 
Alvin aren’t aging too well. 
Yeah, I’ve heard those rumors 
about ugly free-base habits too. 
Meanwhile, the Rolling Stones 
have six lps on the top 200. 
The Beatles don’t have 
one, nor do Fleetwood Mac, or 
Carol King, though the longest 
continuous ride on the charts 
belongs to Pink Floyd at 332 
weeks with DARK SIDE OF 
THE MOON — currently rank¬ 
ing at *184. The Stones take 
*9 with EMOTIONAL 

RESCUE, *122 with HOT 
ROCKS 1964-71, *170 with 
BEGGARS BANQUET, *181 
with STICKY FINGERS, *182 


with LET IT BLEED, and *187 
with SOME GIRLS. Three en¬ 
tered the charts three weeks 
ago, FINGERS and GIRLS this 
week. RESCUE has gone plati¬ 
num at 13 weeks on the 
charts. I don’t pretend to know 
what this means, but the closest 
competition is from the Cars 
whose three albums are all still 
selling, at *5, *104,.and *186. 


In England EMOTIONAL 
RESCUE has already plum¬ 
meted below the top 40. New 
lps by the Specials and Mad¬ 
ness have nailed down the *6 
and *7 positions, respectively, 
and should be out here soon. 
The same goes for Police’s lat¬ 
est single, “Don’t Stand So 
Close To Me,” which is *1 for 
the second week running in the 
UK and sounds to deserve it. 
David Bowie’s SCARY MON¬ 
STERS shares the same fate on 
the lp lists. My hot tip is SIGN¬ 
ING OFF by UB40 and 
currently *5 in the UK. No US 
release is currently imminent 
for this group who bring reflec¬ 
tive and daring horn charts to 
the ska revival with cool politi¬ 
cal wit. Their cover version of 
Randy Newman’s “I Think It’s 
Gonna Rain Today” is a reve¬ 
lation. The early copies of the 
lp include a free 10" ep. So 
scare up a copy soon. These 
lads are a discovery. 


It seems that Island Records 
discovered Ultravox after they 
left the label. The new line-up 
with Midge Ure in front were 
coo ly compelling here last 
week, with more warmth and 
fire than the originals. The lat¬ 
est incarnation are winning on 
their new Chrysalis lp 
VIENNA. Meanwhile, Island 
has repackaged material from 
their catalogue as THREE 
INTO ONE, and have just re¬ 
leased it on their hard-to-find 
Antilles label.

victim and communicate them 
to the outside world. Since loss 
of symbolic communication as 
we know it is one result cTf a 
stroke, Kopit is left with a di¬ 
lemma: how can he communi¬ 
cate when normal communica¬ 
tion channels have been sever¬ 
ed? What Kopit ends up pro¬ 
viding is a stream of conscious¬ 
ness that mixes sense and non¬ 
sense. The pitfall here is to 
make enough sense to hold the 
audience amidst enough non¬ 
sense to portray the inner tur¬ 
moil that the stroke victim is ex¬ 
periencing as a result of the dis¬ 
connections in her thought and 
communication processes. 

Director Michelle Truffaut 
has the task of communicating 
Kopit’s creation to the audience 
in a coherent manner. If the 
play is to work, it is necessary 
for the audience to become en¬ 
gaged in the victim’s struggle, 
to, in a sense, struggle along 
with her. Audiences, I suspect, 
are not willing to hang in there 
for too long and will abandon 
the struggle if it becomes too in¬ 
tense. Gratification via steady 
improvement (increasing 
sense, decreasing nonsense) is 
mandatory. 

Ultimately, it is the actress 
portraying the stroke victim 
who bears the major burden of 
the production. Writer and 
director are invisible during a 
performance, and the audience 
turns + o the performer for its

connection. Sandra Cannon 
has the awesome task of turn¬ 
ing herself inside out, of shar¬ 
ing with the audience what she 
cannot share with the charac¬ 
ters who surround her in the 
play. 

That writer, director and 
actress succeed to any degree 
is admirable and satisfying; that 
they don’t succeed to a higher 
degree is disappointing. Kopit 
is the most successful of the 
three. Despite the limitations of 
language in symbolizing 
thought, WINGS manages to 
convey a sense of disconnect¬ 
ed thought processes attempt¬ 
ing to reconnect themselves. 
Ms. Truffaut’s direction man¬ 
ages to satisfactorily provide 
the audience with a steady 


’s WINGS at the S.F. Repertory. 
dose of growth gratification, 
but loses it in an abrupt and 
vague ending. Ms. Cannon, 
unfortunately, does not display 
the depth or emotional range 
to illustrate the discontinuity of 
the character’s internal and ex¬ 
ternal communication process¬ 
es. Each nonsensical utterance 
should carry, it seems to me, a 
corresponding feeling, and the 
sense of scatter and disconnec¬ 
tion needs to be presented with 
more than just words.

same time. His nervous antics 
and silly tumbles are hilarious, 
and when he removes his 
clothes and glasses he reveals a 
sexual talent equally impres¬ 
sive. Too bad he’s only featur¬ 
ed in the first scene; I could see 
more of this boy. It’s a nicely 
entertaining touch, too, to hear 
conversation between him and 
his partner while they’re en¬ 
gaged in a hot 69. Very droll 
sound editor, actually, or 
maybe he can talk with his 
mouth full and assumes that 
the rest of us can, too. 

More humor is provided by 
the character played by star 
Lee Marlin. I can’t tell if his role 
has been scripted or if he’s 
playing himself. I don’t think 
one can credit him with much 
acting ability, so this might just 
be what he’s like. Wisecrack¬ 
ing, tough, a male Joan Blon- 
dell with a penchant for poesy 
during sex: “Pump that 

rump,” he orders, and floridly 
demands, “Suck that pulsating 


shaft.” Unintentionally funny 
or not, he comes across as a 
mini-James Cagney and is 
most entertaining. He’s aged a 
bit since his debut and is now 
more aggressive, less teenage. 
Definitely star material; husky, 
sexy and indefatigable. 


Good as Marlin is, he’s up¬ 
staged by Derrick Stanton — if 
not as a performer, then at 
least in the cock and come 
departments. Stanton may be a .. .. 
bit fey, posturing and pouting - 

like a Fredericks of Hollywood 
model auditioning for the 
Mitchell Brothers, but all that 
changes when his cock ap¬ 
pears. Perpetually hard and 
used to the best advantage, it’s 
most admirable. His orgasms 
are screen classics, the kind for 
which Cinerama was invented. 

REAR DELIVERIES treats us 
to several, and would be 
worthwhile if these were all it 
had to offer. 


But it has alotalotalot more! 
The plot, flimsy as can be, is 
sufficient excuse to allow us to 
see delivery boys having sex 
with every client. A load with 
every load, so to speak. The 
title of the movie is a tip-off to 
an emphasis on fucking; but 
foreplay, cocksucking and jack- 
offs are not excluded. Every 
encounter is a fully rounded 
episode, mini-movies in them¬ 
selves, always leading to an ex¬ 
tensive anal session. This is 
slightly monotonous, since 
each episode follows the same 
format, but the attractiveness of 
the boys and the excellent cam¬ 
erawork make up for this. 
William Higgins, who directed 
and produced the film, is re¬ 
sponsible as well for the inven¬ 
tive camerawork. Shots from 
brand new angles bring rushes 
of admiration, and cocks are 
flattered by this expert work. 
The only person who couldn’t 
be aided at all is the youngest 
of theKnoll Brothers. This may 
be his screen debut, but since 
I’ve never cared „ for any 
member of his family, it could, 
be his adieu, too.

The material on parents and 
their Gay offspring is on the in¬ 
crease. Even five years ago al¬ 
most nothing was available. 

This latest offering is the third 
effort. (The earlier works are 
“A Family Matter: A Parent’s 
Guide to Homosexuality” by 
Dr. Charles Silverstein, 

McGraw-Hill, 1977, and “Now - 
That You Know: What Every 
Parent Should Know About 
Homosexuality,” Harcourt- 
Brace-Jovanovich, 1979) 

The Switzers offer a religious 
approach in contrast to the 
others. David Switzer, Associ¬ 
ate Professor of Pastoral Care 
at Perkins School of Theology 
and Shirley Switzer, a counsel¬ 
or in private practice, stress the 
unavoidable tension that re¬ 
veals itself when Gay children 
reveal their difference. But the 
conflict is especially trying 
when the parents are devout 
Christians who attempt to hold 
the Bible over their kids like a 
time bomb.

a middle course between ex¬ 
treme positions on either side 
of the fence. But they take on a 
difficult task. They seem to im¬ 
ply that Gays can embrace their 
life style, but they should have 
the courtesy to not express any 
pride over being what they are. 
At the same time parents are 
naturally cautioned to maintain 
an understanding attitude. The 
position seems contradictory. 
How can we possess a healthy 
attitude about our sexuality 
when we are still required to 
feel shame in order to satisfy 
God? This sounds much like 
the doctrine of “normal sin,” 
which states that if the act 
which you commit is at least 
“normal,” society will not be as 
harsh and might even wink a 
little at your sin. 

The authors’ approach com¬ 
pares coming out of the closet 
to the death of a loved one. A 
parent recovers slowly over a 
period of time whenever a child 
dies. When he is Gay, it is like 
taking a new person into the 
family. The comparison may 
appear strained at times, but 
this is a good way to explain 
the process to parents. 

‘‘Parents of the Homosexu¬ 
al” is a sincere attempt to grap¬ 
ple with a difficult problem, but 
many readers will still prefer the 
Silverstein and Fairchild 
approaches to Gay .life, which 
are more positive in tone. ■

The Sexual Trauma Unit at 
Central Emergency Hospital 
provides PRIMARY CARE 
services to victims of sexual 
assault. Services are available 
24 hours a day to any person 
18 years or older who has been 
assaulted in or lives in San 
Francisco. All services are 
FREE. 

The primary care team con¬ 
sists of the following com¬ 
ponents: 

Prompt Medical Exam and 
Treatment: includes treatment 
of assault-related injuries, VD 
testing and treatment, preg¬ 
nancy testing. 

Crisis Cdunseling: confi¬ 
dential, short term, issue ori¬ 
ented — via phone or in 
person. 

Information and Referral: 

when appropriate, to commu¬ 
nity agencies providing legal 
advocacy, emergency housing, 
on-going counseling, medical 


Supportive Medical and 
Emotional Follow-up: in¬ 

cludes assessment of progress 
victim is making in coping with 
and adjusting back into her/his 
lifestyle; reviewing medical in¬ 
structions, reporting and inter¬ 
preting laboratory results, ad¬ 
vising on treatments or testings; 
monitoring of victims’ menstru¬ 
al period and VD testing/treat¬ 
ment. 

Counseling and follow-up is 
provided for a period of six 
weeks following the client’s ini¬ 
tial contact with the center. Vic¬ 
tims may choose one or all of 
the available services. 

Counselors are also available 
to go to court with the victims. 
At the discretion of victims, the 
center is able to provide legal 
evidence collection. 

Questions may be answered 
or further information obtained 
by calling the center at 558- 
3824. The center is located at 
50 Ivy Street (near Polk and

Compulsive masculinity is 
now the order of the day in 
Gay America. The counter¬ 
reaction to anything soft in men 
is fully underway. The Gay 
world likes to deal in extremes. 
Either we’re soft or hard (pun 
probably intended). 

“Facing Up” is part of this 
process. Tress imparts his 
photographic philosophy, 
“What my photographs are 
about, and what I think homo¬ 
sexuality is for me and for male 
sexuality in general, is power- 
power relationships and power 
exploitation in both negative 
and positive ways.” 

The sixty-five pictures offer¬ 
ed here are technically flaw¬ 
less, imaginative, and well bal¬ 
anced in composition. 

But why is it that Tress and 
others do not like to portray 
males in less rigid poses? Can’t 
males indulge in romance, soft 
music and be shown in scenes 
that demonstrate tenderness 
and loving concern? Or does 
this automatically make you a 
drag queen? Perhaps male lib¬ 
eration is the real issue. Must 
masculinity always symbolize 
power over others? Can men 
relate to each other in non¬ 
power situations? Is love al¬ 
ways restricted to the female 
image? 


The photos are great, Mr.
